The  President  made  the  following  address: 

Gentlemen  and  Members  of  Common  Council: — 
With  pleasant  recollections  and  kind  feelings,  one  towards 
another,  the  Councils  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  have  ceased  to  exist. 

Amidst  holiday  festivities  and  rejoicings,  the  Councils 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four  enter  upon  the  arena 
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of  legislation,  with  greater  responsibilities  and  higVier  da- 
ties  than  were  ever  assunied  by  any  municipal  legislative 
body  since  Consolidation. 

The  assumption  of  the  duties  of  Councilman  at  the  pres- 
ent lime  is  no  trivial  matter.  An  exacting  public  opinion 
demands  (and  it  has  a  right  to  demand  of  its  representatives) 
an  honest  and  conscientious  discharge  of  obligations  as- 
sumed, and  it  will,  beyond  all  peradventure,  hold  each  and 
every  one  of  us  to  a  rigid  accountability  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  duty. 

Eising,  then,  my  fellow  colleagues,  to  the  dignity  of  the 
position  we  occupy,  let  us  here,  and  now,  upon  the  thres- 
hold of  this  year's  legislation,  with  a  high  resolve,  fixed 
and  irrevocable,  discard  all  personal  and  selfish  considera- 
tions, and  by  our  acts  attest  the  sincerity  of  our  motives  to 
legislate  for  the  general  good  and  public  welfare. 

The  endorsement  of  a  public  servant  is  at  all  times  a 
pleasure  and  a  gratification  to  its  recipient.  Tnis  evidence 
of  distinguished  favor  on  your  part  towards  myself,  is 
doubly  gratifying,  for  it  assures  me  that  whatever  errors  I 
may  have  committed  as  President  of  Common  Council,  are 
kindly  overlooked.  It  also  assures  me  that  I  have  your 
confidence  and  respect. 

Thus  stimulated  by  your  kindness,  in  again  assuming  the 
position  accorded  to  me,  invoking  the  aid  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence, it  shall  be  my  highest  aim  and  study  to  avoid  any 
errors  committed  in  the  past,  and  to  discharge  the  duties 
incumbent  upon  me  as  presiding  officer  in  the  future,  hon- 
estly, impartially,  conscientiously,  "  without  fear,  favor  or 
affection." 

The  members  elect  who  had  presented  their  certificates 
appeared  before  the  Clerk's  desk,  and  were  sworn  or  af- 
firmed accordinjr  to  law.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen: — The  assembling  of  your  bodies  to-day  is 
an  occasion  of  more  than  ordinary  importance  in  the  his- 
tory of  this  municipality.  Since  the  organization  of  the 
last  Councils  a  new  Constitution  has  been  framed,  accepted 
by  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  will  shortly  be 
proclaimed  by  the  Executive. 

Under  its  provisions  the  legislation  of  this  City  is  placed 
exclusively  in  your  hands;  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
having  been  dejirived  of  the  control  it  heretofore  exercised 
over  our  local  aftairs. 

As  a  member  of  both  branches  of  Councils,  and  as  Chief 
Magistrate  of  this  City,  I  have  had  frequent  occasion  to 
observe  that  the  steady  increase,  both  of  the  tax  rate  and 
the  City's  debt,  has  been  attributable,  in  a  great  degree,  to 
the  burthens  imposed  upon  us  by  special  legislation.  This 
cause  of  complaint  has  now  been  removed.  Hereafter  the 
Mayor  and  Councils  of  the  City  will  be  looked  to,  to  regu- 
late her  municipal  affairs,  and  in  assuming  these  enlarged 
responsibilities,  we  should  pledge  ourselves  that  there  shall 
be  a  wise,  systematic  and  economical  administration  of 
their  government. 

There  is  another  event  which  marks  the  present  as  an 
important  ej)Och  in  our  City's  history.  I  refer  to  the  ap- 
proaching Centennial  Exposition,  which  the  President  has 
]>roclaimed  to  the  world   shall  take  place  in  Philadelphia

(luring  the  yoar  1876.  Upon  you,  in  a  great  measure,  will 
devolve  the  duty  of  making  our  City  worthy  the  honor 
thus  conferred  upon  her.  Perhaps  millions  of  our  own 
people  and  thousands  from  abroad  will  be  our  guests  upon 
that  occasion,  and  it  behooves  us  to  present  an  appear:ince 
equal  at  all  events,  and  if  possible  superior  to  any  citv  of 
the  Republic.  This  can  be  made  an  event  of  such  incalcu- 
lable value  to  our  fellow  citizens,  that  any  failure  now  will 
bring  lasting  and  deserved  disgrace  upon  those  whose  duty 
it  was  to  secure  its  success. 

Resolutions  of  respectable  bodies  of  men,  newspaper 
editorials,  public  addresses,  and  patriotic  fairs,  all  have 
their  influence,  and  produce  beneficial  results;  but  what 
we  most  need  at  present  is  some  emphatic  declaration  in  a 
substantial  form.,  from  the  National,  State  and  Municipal 
Governments  that  we  are  in  earnest  about  an  established 
matter  of  fact,  and  not  merely  experimenting  with  proba- 
bilities. 

It  is  time  that  the  people  of  the  City,  State  and  Nation, 
fully  realized  the  responsibility  which  is  upon  them  ;  and 
it  is  for  you  in  your  wisdom  to  so  legislate  that  the 
people  at  large  may  have  no  misgivings  as  to  the  perform- 
ance of  your  share  of  the  duty.

chosen  and  duly  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  reso- 
lution of  Councils. 

Sect.  3.  The  salary  of  the  Superintendent  shall  be 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  he  shall  have 
the  control  and  management  of  the  entire  department,  and 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Select  Council  appoint  all  em- 
ployees of  said  department,  as  provided  for  by  said  Ordi- 
nance of  December  29th,  A.  D,  1870,  and  supplements 
thereto.

Gentlemen: — The  petition  and  complaint  of  the  under- 
signeii,  respectfully  represents,  that  they  are  citizens  and 
qualified  electors  of  the  Seventeenth  Ward  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  were  such  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Oc- 
tober last,  being  the  day  of  the  general  and  municipal  elec- 
tion ;  that  an  election  was  held  in  the  said  Ward  on  the 
said  second  Tuesday  of  October,  to  wit,  October  14th,  1873, 
and  that  amongst  other  officers  to  be  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  said  Ward,  there  was  one  person  to  be  elected 
to  serve  in  your  honorable  body  for  two  years;  that  at  the 
said  election  two  persons  were  voted  for,  for  the  said  office 
of  Common  Councilman,  to  wit,  James  McGuckin,  who  was 
untruly  returned  as  having  received  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  eighty-four  (1,584)  votes,  and  Gustavus  Rosen- 
baum,  who  was  untruly  returned  as  having  received  one 
thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-four  (1,424)  voles, 
thereby  returning  the  said  James  McGuckin  as  having  been 
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elected  to  said  office  by  a  majority  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty  (160)  votes. 

Your  petitioners  allege,  charge  and  aver,  that  the  said 
election  was  an  undue  election,  and  the  return  thereof  a 
false  return  ;  that  in  truth  and  in  fact,  at  the  said  elec- 
tion the  said  Gustavus  Rosenbaum  received  not  less  than 
fourteen  hundred  and  seventy-four  (1474)  votes  for  said 
office,  and  the  said  James  McGruckin  did  not  receive  more 
than  thirteen  hundred  and  seventy  (1370)  legal  votes  for  said 
office,  and  that  the  said  Gustavus  Rosenbaum  was  duly  and 
legally  elected  to  said  office  by  a  majority  of  one  hundred 
and  four  (104)  votes,  and  should  have  been  so  returned. 

And  your  petitioners  more  particularly  specify  the  fol- 
lowing as  the  grounds  of  contest,  to  wit : 

First.  In  the  Eleventh  Election  Division  of  said  Ward,  at 
said  election,  two  hundred  and  twelve  persons  voted  ;  that 
it  was  falsely  and  fraudulently  returned,  that  at  said  elec- 
tion in  said  election  division,  said  James  McGuckin  received 
one  hundred  and  forty-five  (145)  votes  for  said  office,  and 
that  said  Gustavus  Rosenbaum  received  sixty-five  (65) 
votes,  while  in  truth  and  in  fact,  at  said  election  in  said 
election  division,  said  James  McGuckin  did  not  receive 
more  than  ninety-nine  (99)  votes  for  said  office,  and  the 
said  Gustavus  Rosenbaum  received  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  thirteen  (113)  votes  for  said  office,  as  will  more 
fully  appear  by  a  recount  of  the  ballots  cast  or  voted  at 
said  election  for  said  office  in  said  election  division. 

Second.  That  it  was  falsely  and  fraudulently  returned, 
that  in  the  Seventh  Election  Division  of  said  Ward,  three 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  (339)  persons  voted  for  said  office, 
of  which  number  of  votes,  seventy-five  (75)  votes  were 
returned  as  having  been  voted  for  the  said  Gustavus  Rosen- 
baum for  said  office,  and  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  (264) 
votes  were  returned  as  having  been  voted  for  the  said 
James  McGuckin  for  said  office;  your  petitioners  charge 
and  aver,  that  in  the  said  Seventh  Election  Division  of  said 
Ward,  not  more  than  two  hundred  (200)  persons  voted,  and 
that  of  the  votes  cast  or  voted  by  said  persons,  the  said 
James  McGuckin  did  not  receive  for  said  office  more  than 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  (125)  voles,  and  the  said  Gus- 
tavus Rosenbaum  did  not  receive  less  than  seventy-five  (75) 
votes  for  said  office ;   the  difference  between  the  number  of 
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votes  actually  voted,  and  the  number  reiunied  being  falsely 
and  fraudulently  added  to  the  vote  in  favor  of  the  said 
James  McGuckin,  for  said  office,  and  were  counted  in  the 
general  return  of  votes  in  his  favor. 

Third.  Your  petitioners  further  charge  and  aver,  that  ia 
the  management  and  conducting  of  the  said  election,  the 
election  officers  of  the  said  Seventh  Election  Division  wil- 
fully and  persistently  violated  all  the  laws  relating  to  elec- 
tions, with  the  intent  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a 
return  in  favor  of  the  said  James  McGuckin  for  the  said 
office,  and  to  this  end  wilfully  and  fraudulently  received  a 
large  number  of  votes,  the  number  being  to  your  peti- 
tioners unknown,  from  persons  whose  names  were  not  con- 
tained on  the  registry  of  voters  of  said  election  division, 
and  who  were  not  qualified  to  vote  at  the  said  election  ; 
ihey,  the  said  officers,  caused  a  large  number  of  names,  to 
wit,  one  hundred  and  forty  and  upwards,  to  be  entered  on 
the  window  list  or  list  of  persons  voting  at  the  said  elec- 
tion in  the  said  division,  as  if  the  said  persons  whose  names 
were  so  fraudulently  used  had  actually  voted,  and  caused 
votes  to  be  counted  and  returned  for  the  said  James  Mc- 
Guckin, for  said  office,  for  all  the  names  so  fraudulently 
entered  upon  the  window  list  or  list  of  voters,  your  peti- 
tioners pray  that  the  entire  return  of  votes  for  said  office, 
from  said  Seventh  Election  Divisiim,  may  be  stricken  out 
of  the  general  return  of  votes  of  said  Ward. 

Fourth.  That  the  election  officers  of  the  Fifth,  Sixth, 
Seventh,  Eighth  and  Tenth  Election  Divisions  of  said 
"Ward,  received  votes  to  the  number  of  six  and  upward  in 
each  of  the  said  divisions,  which  v\ere  taken,  counted  and 
returned,  and  were  included  in  the  general  return  of  votes 
for  the  said  James  McGuckin  for  said  office,  from  persons 
none  of  whom  were  qualified  electors  of  either  of  said 
election  divisions  respectively. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  siiowing  that  at  the  election 
aforesaid,  the  said  Gustavus  Kosenbaum  having  received 
the  largest  number  of  legal  votes,  more  than  were  voted

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — For  a  number  of  years,  a  certain  piece  of 
ground  situate  on  the  northerly  side  of  Tioga  street,  east- 
erly side  of  Gaul  street,  westerly  side  of  Belgrade  street, 
and  southerly  side  of  Linney  street,  in  the  Twenty-fifth 
Ward,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  containing  three  hun- 
dred feet  in  front  on  each  of  said  streets,  has  been  laid  out 
on  the  City  plans  as  a  public  square,  called  "Fox  Square," 
and  considered  as  belonging  to  the  City. 

I  have  recently  discovered,  however,  that  the  said  square 
has  never  been  conveyed  to  the  City,  but  still  remains  vested 
in  the  devisees  of  the  late  Charles  P.  Fox,  who,  in  the  plots 
made  by  him  of  his  ground,  including  said  above  men- 
tioned premises,  set  apart  the  same  for  the  purposes  of  a 
public  park,  but  died  without  having  consummated  his  in- 
tention of  conveying  the  same  to  the  City. 

By  the  will  of  said  Charles  P.  Fox,  proved  on  the  16th 
day  of  October,  A.  D.  1866,  said  square  became  vested  in 
Miss  Mary  D.  Fox  for  life,  with  remainder  to  George  Fox 
a.nd  Samuel  M.  Fox  in  fee;  said  Samuel  M.  Fox  has  since 
deceased,  and  under  his  will,  proved  on  the  31st  day  of 
December,  A.  D.  1869,  his  interest  has  become  vested  in 
Mary  E.  Fox,  I.  Dickinson  Sergeant  and  William  Eotch 
Wister,  trustees  under  said  will,  with  full  power  of  sale. 
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All  tbe  said  parties,  in  whom  the  title  to  said  square  is  now 
vested,  are  willing  1o  join  in  a  conveyance  thereof  to  the 
City  in  fee,  on  condition  that  the  same  shall  be  named 
"Fox  Square,"  and  be  maintained  and  used  as  a  public 
square  or  park  forever,  and  that  the  City  will  assume  the 
payment  of  the  charges  for  the  street  improvements  done 
about  the  same. 

The  said  improvements,  as  now  done,  consist  of  the  street 
pavement,  curbing  and  grading  the  sidewalk,  the  amount 
of  the  cost  thereof,  according  to  a  bill  certified  by  the  Dis- 
trict Surveyor,  and  approved  by  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  being  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  and  ten 
(1210)  dollars  and  thirty-seven  (37)  cents. 

I  herewith  submit  the  form  of  an  Ordinance  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  the  matter  into  effect.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  acceptance  of  "  Fox  Square,"  in  the  Twentj'-fifth  Ward,  of 
the  City  of  Philadelpliia,  and  for  vesting  the  title  of  the  same  in  tlie  City 
in  fee. 

Whereas^  The  Councils  of  Philadelphia  have  been  in- 
formed by  the  City  Solicitor  that  Miss  Mary  D.  Fox  and 
Dr.  George  Fox,  devisees,  under  the  will  of  Charles  P.  Fox, 
deceased,  and  Mary  R.  Fox,  I.  Dickinson  Sergeant  and 
William  Rotch  Wister,  trustees  under  the  will  of  Samuel 
M.  Fox,  deceased,  in  consonance  with  the  intention  of  the 
original  donor,  the  said  Charles  P.  Fox,  deceased,  do  offer 
to  convey  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  fee,  all  that  cer- 
tain lot  or  piece  of  ground  situate  on  the  northerly  side*of 
Tioga  street,  the  easterly  side  of  Gaul  street,  the  westerly 
side  of  Belgrade  street,  and  southerly  side  of  Linney  street, 
in  the  Twenty-filth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  con- 
taining in  front  on  each  of  said  streets  about  three  hundred 
feet.  Bounded  northwardly  by  the  said  Linney  street, 
southwardly  by  the  said  Tioga  street,  eastwardly  by  the 
said  Belgrade  street,  and  westwardly  by  the  said  Gaul 
street :  Provided^  That  the  same  shall  bo  named  "  Fox 
Square,"  and  be  maintained  and  used  as  a  public  square  or 
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park  forever,  and  that  the  City  assume  the  payment  of  all 
charges  for  street  improvements  now  done  about  the  same ; 
now,  therefore, 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  hereby  extend  the  thanks  of  the  citizens  of 
Philadelphia  to  Miss  Mary  D.  Fox,  Dr.  George  Fox,  Mrs. 
Mary  R.  Fox,  I.  Dickinson  Sergeant,  Esq.,  and  William 
Rotch  Wister,  Esq.,  for  their  offer  to  convey  said  ground 
to  the  City  on  the  conditions  above  expressed,  in  pursuance 
of  the  intention  of  Charles  P.  Fox,  deceased. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  does  hereby  ac- 
cept the  .said  ground  on  said  conditions,  and  the  City 
Solicitor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the 
same  so  to  be  conveyed  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  fee. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  aud  ten  dollars 
and  thirty-seven  cents  is  hereby  appropriated  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  the  warrants  therefor  to 
be  drawn  bv  the  City  Solicitor.

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — On  inquiry  relative  to  the  cost  of  fitting 
up,  the  west  room  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Philadelphia 
Mational  Bank  Building,  about  being  acquired  for  City 
purposes,  I  find  that  the  same  will  cost  not  less  than  three 
thousand  (3,000)  dollars,  and  as  the  said  apartment  is 
greatly  needed,  and  as  the  City  will  be  required  to  pay 
rent  for  same  from  January  1st,  1874,  I  would  suggest 
that  Councils  take  such  action  as  will  enable  this  depart- 
ment to  proceed  with  the  work,  so  that  the  public  can 
have  the  use  of  it  at  an  early  day.

At  both  meetings  Mr,  Melhorn  with  his  counsel,  Christian 
Kneass,  Esq ,  as  well  as  Mr.  Gibson,  with  his  counsel, 
Robert  P.  Dechert.  Esq.,  were  also  present. 

The  certificate  of  Mr,  Melhorn  was  presented  to  the  fol- 
lowing judges,  to  wit :  Samuel  \Y,  Koach,  of  the  First 
Division;  Matthew  H,  Smith,  of  the  Second  Division; 
Ezra  Uand,  of  the  Fourth  Division  ;  Robert  B,  Kinzie,  of 
the  Fifth  Division  ;  William  F,  Thomas,  of  the  Sixth 
Division;  Joseph  L,  Wilkins,  of  the  Seventh  Division; 
Thomas  P.  Wagner,  of  the  Eighth  Division  ;  Bernard 
Devine,  of  the  Eleventh  Division  ;  David  W,  Morris  of  the 
Twelfth  Division;  Wm,  Davis,  of  the  Thirteenth  Division; 
Daniel  McGlensey,  of  the  Sixteenth  Division  ;  Frederick 
Zarracber,  of  the  Eighteenth  Division,  who  being  previously 
sworn  by  the  chairman,  stated  that  they  signed  the  certifi- 
cate of  Mr.  Melhorn,  and  the  signatures  to  that  certificate 
were  their  signatures,  George  \V,  Jones  of  the  Third 
Division  was  confined  in  prison,  and  Matthew  H.  Smith,  of 
the  Second  Division,  swore  to  the  signature  of  Mr,  Jones  on 
the  certificate  of  Mr.  Melhorn,  Wm,  II.  Reeder  of  the 
ISinth  Division  did  not  sign  either  certificate  but  authorized 
Mr,  Duft'to  sign  the  certificate  of  Mr.  Gibson,  at  his  house, 
last  Sunday  evening.  Francis  P.  Haggerty  of  the  Fifteenth 
■Division  and  George  F,  Munce,  of  the  Nineteenth  Division, 
did  not  appear  before  the  Committee,  Frederick  Zarracher 
signed  also  tor  Mr.  Gibson  but  thought  it  was  a  petition 
lor  contest,  and  staled  that  when  he  signed  the  certificate 
for  Mr,  Melhorn,  he  thought  it  was  a  certificate  for  Mr. 
Gibson,  Bernard  Devine,  David  W.  Morris,  and  Wm. 
Davis  also  signed  the  certificate  lor  Mr.  Gibson  under  the 
impression  it  was  a  petition  for  contest.  Daniel  McGlensey 
also  signed  certificate  for  Mr,  Gibson,  but  did  not  know 
what  the  paper  was  tor  when  he  signed  it.  The  certificate 
tor  Mr.  Melhorn  was  signed  by  the  judges  at  the  meeting 
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of  the  Board  of  Return  Judges,  and  the  certificate  of  Mr. 
Gibson  was  signed  within  the  last  five  or  six  days.  The 
evidence  clearly  established  the  fact  that  Mr.  Melhorn's 
certificate  was  the  one  signed  by  the  judges  of  the  Second 
Ward,  at  the  meeting  of  the  judges  on  the  15th  day  of 
October,  1873,  and  the  certificate  of  Mr,  Gibson  was  signed 
but  recently  and  under  the  impression  it  was  a  petition 
contesting  the  right  of  Mr.  Melhorn  to  the  seat.  The  coun- 
sel for  Mr.  Gibson  proposed  to  prove  from  the  returns  that 
the  certificate  should  have  been  given  to  Mr.  Gibson,  which 
was  refused  by  the  Committee,  for  the  reason  that  the 
validity  of  the  certificates  was  the  only  question  before 
them,  and  it  has  been  the  uniform  practice  of  Councils  to 
recognize  the  certificate  in  preference  to  the  return,  on  the 
admission  of  new  members,  and  for  a  Committee  of  Councils 
to  go  behind  the  certificate,  when  the  certificate  only  was 
referred  to  them,  would  be  dangerous,  because  it  would  be

That  in  the  said  return  of 
the  said  Board  of  Judges  of  said  Ward,  the  vote  of  the 
First  Election  Division  of  said  Ward  is  omitted,  which  as 
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made  to  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas

I'hat  the  said 
election  and  the  said  return  of  the  said  George  W.  Melhorn 
is  false,  fraudulent  and  unduly  in  this:  That  at  the  said 
general  election  three  candidates  for  the  ofl&ce  of  Common

W.  Melhorn,  who  was  unduly  returned  as  having  re- 
ceived for  said  office  sixteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
votes,  and  the  said  James-M.  Gibson,  who  was  returned  as 
having  received  thirteen  hundred  and  eighteen  votes 
for  the  said  office,  and  the  said  Michael  Fulmer,  who  was 
returned  as  having  received  seven  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  votes  for  the  said  office:  Whereas^  Your  petitioners 
allege,  charge,  and  verily  believe,  that  the  said  George 
W.  Melhorn  received  not  more  than  nine  hundred  and 
fifteen  votes  for  the  said  office,  and  that  the  said  James 
M.  Gibson  received  at  least  twenty-one  hundred  and  eighty- 
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four  votes  for  the  said  office,  and  that  the  said  Michael  Ful- 
lmer received  at  least  eleven  hundred  and  two  votes  for  the 
said  office,  whereby  your  petitioners  allege,  charge  and  be- 
lieve that  the  said  jannes  M.  Gibson  has  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  cast  at  the  said  election  in  the  said  Ward 
for  the  said  office,  to  wit,  at  least  one  thousand  and  eighty- 
two  votes  more  than  the  said  Michael  Fulmer,  and  at  least 
twelve  hundred  and  sixty-nine  votes  more  than  the  said 
George  W.  Melhorn,  whereby  the  said  James  M.  Gibson  is 
lawfully  elected  to  the  said  office  of  Common  Councilman 
aforesaid,  and  should  have  been  so  returned. 

And  your  petitioners  specify  more  particularly  the  fol- 
lowing grounds  of  contest : 

And  your  petitioners  further  represent  and  charge  that 
at  the  election  held  in  the  First  Election  Division  of  the  Sec- 
ond Ward  of  the  said  City,  the  election  officers  of  said  di- 
vision fraudulently  conducted  and  carried  on  said  election 
with  a  wilful  disregard  of  all  the  requirements  of  the  laws 
regulating  elections  in  this  Commonwealth,  by  means  of 
which  only  the  true  votes  and  will  of  the  people  could  be 
ascertained  in  said  division.  And  your  petitioners  specify 
that  the  said  election  was  conducted  in  the  following  man- 
ner, to  wit :

10.  That  all  said  acts  were  done  and  committed  with  the 
intent  and  purpose  of  holding  an  undue  election,  and  with

10,  That  all  said  acts  were  done  and  committed  with  the 
intent  and  purpose  of  holding  an  undue  election,  and  with 
the  desire  to  prevent  an  honest  expression  of  the  popular 
will  at  said  election,  and  a  true  ascertainment  of  the  real 
votes  of  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  said  division,  who 
voted  at  said  election ;  and  that  in  pursuance  of  said  con- 
duct on  the  part  of  the  election  officers  and  the  wicked  and 
evil  disposed  persons  whe  aided  and  abetted  them  in  their- 
nefarious  designs,  the  popular  will  of  the  voters  in  said 
division  was  not  ascertained,  but  was  defeated  ;  and  your 
petitioners  thereby  charge  that  the  said  election  so  held  in 
said  division  was  false,  fraudulent,  undue  and  void,  and  the 
return  thereof  false,  and  should  be  stricken  from  the  gene- 
ral return  and  be  wholly  disregarded. 

11.  That  at  said  election  in  said  division  the  hourly  re- 
turn of  the  votes  received,  taken  and  counted  for  the  office 
of  Common  Councilman  aforesaid,  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the 
City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  according  to  law,  was:

votes ;  and  the  said  votes  thus  cast  and  polled  for  the 
said  George  W,  Melhorn.  James  M.  Gibson  and  Michael 
Fulmer,  should  be  counted  for  them  respectively. 

And  your  petitioners  further  represent  that  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Judges  of  the  several  election  divisions  of  the 
said  Ward,  held  on  the  day  following  the  said  election,  the 
proceedings  of  said  meeting  were  not  conducted  according 
to  law,  and  the  true  returns  of  the  election  held  in  the 
several  divisions  of  the  said  Ward  were  not  counted  ac- 
cording to  law.  The  two  clerks  selected  by  the  said  Board 
were  not  sworn  or  affirmed  according  to  law  to  perform  the 
duties  of  their  office  with  honesty  and  fidelity  ;  that  a  large 
number  of  persons  not  members  of  said  Board  were  per- 
mitted to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  said  Board,  and 
to  interfere  in  the  count  and  return  of  the  said  election  ; 
that  a  large  number  of  altered  and  mutilated  returns  were 
shamefully,  and  without  regard  to  the  protest  of  several  of 
the  members  of  the  said  Board  offered,  received  and 
counted  as  the  true  and  perfect  return  of  votes  cast  at  tha 
said  election,  and  that  a  majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  said

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  this  date 
regarding  tbe  construction  of  the  Richmond  Street  Bridge. 

In  the  appropriation  made  by  Councils  for  this  work, 
there  is  a  clause  which  makes  it  incumbent  upon  us  to  as- 
sume all  damages  arising  from  the  construction  of  the 
tunnel.  This  proviso  is  too  sweeping,  and  should  be  more 
definite.  We  are  willing  to  relinquish  all  claims  for 
damages  to  our  own  property,  including  the  tearing  down 
of  the  houses  on  the  west  side  of  Richmond  street,  belonging 
to  us.  This  was  particularly  understood  and  was  agreed  to 
by  us,  because  the  tearing  down  of  the  houses  would  cost  us 
less  than  the  underpinning  of  the  same,  and  the  building  of 
a  retaining  wall,  or  rather  the  one-half  of  these  expenses. 
The  other  half  is  saved  to  the  City  by  this  proposition, 
which  decreases  considerably  the  expense  of  approaches. 
We  further  agreed  to  make  a  good  temporary  crossing 
across  our  railroad  at  Salmon  street,  to  be  used  by  the 
public  during  the  necessary  obstructions  of  travel  on  Rich- 
mond street,  while  constructing  the  bridge,  and  taking  up 
of  the  same  after  the  finishing  of  the  bridge.  A  sewer 
also,  carrying  the  water  from  the  lowest  part  of  the  new  ex- 
cavation, is  included  in  the  estimate  and  division  of  costs. 
Any  other  claims  which  may  arise,  but  which  are  not  fore- 
seen by  us,  should  not  be  burdened  upon  us. 

With  the  "  proviso  "  described  in  accordance  with  the 
above,  and  understood  by  us  at  the  time  of  our  consulta- 
tion prior  to  May  28th,  1873,  in  consequence  of  which  my 
letter  of  that  date  was  written  to  you,  we  are  willing  to 
execute  the  contract  with  your  City,  to  be  prepared  by 
your  City  Solicitor. 

In  connection  with  this,  and  in  view  of  the  speedy  com- 
mencement of  the  work,  I  submit  to  you  the  propriety  of 
inducing  City  Councils  to  take  the  necessary  steps  (if  re- 
quired) to  temporarily  vacate  Richmond  street,  between 
Lehigh  avenue  and  Somerset  street,  which  will  be  restored 
to  travel  as  soon  as  the  bridge  is  finished. 
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I  shall  be  glad  to  learn  from  you  the  time,  when  we  can 
begin  work,  impressing  upon  you  the  fact,  that  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work  will  necessitate  the  partial  abandon- 
ment of  our  Richmond  trade,  which  only  can  be  done 
during  the  close  of  navigation  in  the  Delaware  river.  An 
early  commencement  therefore  is  absolutely  necessary.

In  presenting  the  foregoing  statement,  the  Trustees  would 
further  represent  that  the  Works  have  been  steadily  pre- 
served in  an  efficient  condition.  Their  extremely  primitive 
character,  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  object,  has  neces- 
sitated the  outlay  of  a  large  sum  of  money  for  repairs. 
The  district  has  been,  however,  at  all  times  amply  supplied 
with  gas  of  an  excellent  quality  and  highly  satisfactory  to 
the  consumers.  Inevitable  demands  for  varied  repairs  to 
the  several  sections  of  the  Works  now  imperatively  claim 
the  attention  of  the  Trustees,  and  will  be  etfectually 
answered. 

The  past  year  exhibits  but  little  increase  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  gas  be^^ondthat  of  the  immediately  preceding  year  ; 
the  difference  being  an  excess  of  the  product  of  about  two 
hundred  tons  of  coal  consumed  in  1873  over  the  quantity 
consumed  in  1872.  Any  increase  for  the  current  year  can 
scarcely  be  expected  under  present  prospects.  Nevertheless, 
in  order  that  so  far  as  possible  all  portions  of  the  district 
may  be  available  for  the  use  of  gas,  the  Trustees  during  the 
year  1873  have  laid  thirty-six  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
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feet  of  three  inch  main,  a  large  portion  of  it  in  the  smaller 

streets,  which  at  present  return  but  an  inadequate  revenue.

The  largest  consumption  in  any  twenty-four  hours  was 
on  the  night  of  the  18th  of  December,  amounting  to  7,039,000 
cubic  feet,  being  an  increase  over  the  largest  of  last  year  of 
414,000  cubic  feet. 

The  street  mains  laid  during  the  year  were  105,757  feet, 
making  the  entire  length  605  miles. 

The  whole  number  of  lamps  on  the  1st  inst.  was  9,469  ; 
9,008  are  supplied  with  gas  from  these  Works,  and  461 
from  the  Northern  Liberties  Works. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  manufacturing  capacity 
of  the  Works  during  the  past  year.

became  due,  was  $1,370,000,  leaving  the  amount  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  in  charge  of  the  Trust  for  the  payment  of 
Loan  No.  9,  $1,211,887.37. 
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The  amount  of  loans  and  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Funds  of  the  City  for  the  re- 
demption of  Loans  10, 11,12, 13,  14  and  15,  is  $775,107.56. 

The  amount  of  loans  unpaid  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1873,  was  $4,927,300,  from  which  deduct  the  amount  of 
loans  and  cash  in  charge  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Funds,  $1,986,994.93,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance to  be  provided,  amounting  to  $2,940,305.07.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Annual  Eeport  of  the  condition  of  the  Works,  and 
the  results  of  their  operations  for  the  year  1873. 

The  total  quantity  of  gas  made  during  the  year  was 
1,648,587,000  cubic  feet,  being  an  increase  in  quantity  over 
the  year  1872  of  161,618,000  cubic  feet,  or  10.87  per  cent., 
making  the  total  product  of  the  Works  since  their  erection, 
18,387,886,000  cubic  feet.

There  is  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Trust  9,008  public 
lamps  supplied  with  gas  from  these  Works,  and  461  from 
the  Northern  Liberies  Works,  making  a  total  of  9,469. 

105,757  feet  of  street  mains  were  laid  during  the  year, 
making  the  entire  length  of  the  mains  belonging  to  the 
Trust,' 3,194,741  feet,  or  605  miles. 

The  statement  of  gas  consumed  during  the  past  year  fully 
demonstrates  the  necessity  of  immediate  action  being  taken 
to  an  enlargement  of  the  manufacturing  and  storage  ca- 
pacities of  the  Works;  the  extensions  you  have  ordered 
at  the  Market  street  station  will  give  but  temporary 
relief;  the  increased  consumption  of  the  first  nine  months 
of  last  year  over  the  corresponding  period  of  1872,  was 
nearly  12  per  cent.,  and  for  the  last  three  months,  over  the 
same  period  of  1872,  7J  per  cent.  This  falling  off  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  is  be  to  attributed  to  the  suspension  of 
operations  in  nearly  all  of  the  manufacturing  establish- 
ments of  the  City,  during  the  financial  troubles  of  the 
country  for  the  period  named  ;  prompt  action  should  there- 
fore be  taken  in  the  matter,  with  the  view  of  placing  the 
Works  in  condition  to  meet  this  rapidly  increasing  demand. 
Should  the  present  year  be  a  prosperous  one,  I  have  no 
doubt  the  entire  Works  will  be  taxed  to  their  utmost  ca- 
pacity during  next  winter,  to  furnish  a  proper  suppl3^ 

Considerable  embarrassment  was  experienced  during  the 
months  of  July  and  August,  by  a  strike  on  the  part  of  the 
miners  in  the  region  from  which  you  obtain  your  supply 
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of  coal.  This  occurring  at  a  season  of  the  year  when  the 
stock  of  coal  on  hand  is  generally  at  the  lowest  point,  it 
was  necessary,  in  order  to  keep  the  Works  in  operation,  to 
purchase  other  coal,  though  of  an  inferior  quality,  which 
to  a  certain  extent  reduced  the  average  yield  of  gas  per 
ton  of  coal  carbonized,  to  figures  below  what  it  would  have 
been,  had  better  coal  been  used. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  the  different  Works  and 
holders  in  good  condition,  and  that  the  officers  of  the  vari- 
ous departments  under  my  charge  have  discharged  their 
several  duties  to  my  entire  satisfaction.

p.  M.  in  Common  Council  chamber,  pursuant  to  the  order 
of  Common  Council,  and  at  said  meeting  organized  by 
selecting  John  Bardsley,  Chairman,  John  Eckstein,  Clerk, 
and  Gavin  Neilson,  Messenger. 

Gustavus  Rosenbaum,  the  contestant,  was  present  with 
J,  Alexander  Simpson,  Esq.,  as  his  counsel,  and  James 
McGuckin,  the  sitting  member,  with  Albert  Fletcher,  Esq., 
as  his  counsel.  The  Committee  met  from  day  to  day 
(except  Sunday),  until  the  present. 

The  respondent  presented  his  answer  to  the  petition, 
which  is  hereto  annexed. 

The  contestant  produced  in  evidence  the  general  returns 
for  Common  Council  of  the  vote  of  the  Ward  :  For  Gustavus 
Rosenbaum,  1424;  for  James  McGuckin,  1584.     Eleventh 
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Division,  for  Gustavus  Rosenbaum,  65  votes;  for  James 
McGuckin,  145  votes.  Seventh  Division,  for  Gustavus 
Rosenbaum,  75  votes;  for  James  McGuckin,  261  votes. 

The  election  papers  of  the  Eleventh  Division  were  pro- 
duced in  evidence,  showing  alterations  and  erasures,  to 
make  them  correspond  with  vote  as  returned.  The  elec- 
tion officers  of  said  division  were  examined,  and  thej 
testified  that  there  were  no  erasures  or  alterations  when 
they  signed  them,  and  that  they  signed  a  paper  containing 
the  true  vote  of  the  division,  which  was  for  Gustavus 
Rosenbaum,  113  votes ;  for  James  McGuckin,  99  votes, 
which  the  respondent  finally  admitted. 

The  election  papers  of  the  Seventh  Division  were  pro- 
duced in  evidence,  and  witnesses  were  examined  to  show 
that  they  did  not  vote,  although  their  names  were  recorded 
among  the  list  of  voters,  and  some  names  were  duplicated. 

The  papers  were  rather  irregular,  and  the  officers  some- 
what neglectful  in  their  duties. 

The  respondent  by  his  counsel  endeavored  to  account  for 
some  of  the  irregularities,  and  ascribed  them  to  the  igno- 
rance of  the  election  officers  in  recording  the  names. 

The  respondent  showed  by  the  election  papers  in  the 
Fourth  Division  of  said  Ward,  that  the  officers  had  made 
a  mistake  of  twenty  votes  against  the  respondent,  for  which 
he  is  entitled  to  a  credit  of  said  twenty  votes. 

The  counsel  for  the  contestant  asked  that  the  Seventh  Divi- 
sion be  thrown  out  on  account  of  fraud  and  irregularities. 
But  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  there  are  not  suffi- 
cient grounds  to  throw  out  the  Seventh  Division,  the  pro- 
ceedings not  being  so  tarnished  by  fraud  and  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  officers'as  to  make  them  unreliable,  and  the 
return  of  the  Seventh  Division  is  therefore  not  thrown  out. 

The  Committee  therefore  state  the  case  as  they  find  it, 
as  follows  :

That  true  it  is  that  a  jsjeneral  election  was  held,  at  which 
a  person  to  sit  in  the  Common  Council  for  the  said  City 
was  elected,  as  and  when  averred  in  the  petition  filed  in  the 
case,  and  that  your  respondent  was  returned,  as  is  further 
therein  averred,  as  elected  to  the  said  office.  But  your 
respondent  denies  that  his  said  election  was  undue,  or  that 
he  was  falsely  returned  as  elected  to  said  office,  and  he  fur- 
ther denies  that  he  received  not  more  than  thirteen  hundred 
and  seventy  (1S70)  legal  votes  for  said  office,  as  is  averred 
in  said  petition.  On  the  contrary,  he  avers  that  he  received 
more  votes  than  were  returned  in  the  general  returns  of 
said  election,  and  that  Gustavus  Rosenbaum  received  less 
than  the  number  so  returned.  That  your  respondent  in 
fact  received  fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-four  (1584)  votes, 
and  the  said  Rosenbaum  but  fourteen  hundred  and  fourteen 
(1414)  votes ;  and  for  more  specific  answer  the  sitting 
member  makes  answer  as  follows : 

First.  That  it  is  not  true  that  in  the  Eleventh  Division  of 
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the  Seventeenth  Ward,  the  said  James  McGiickin  was 
falsely  and  fraudulently  returned  to  have  received  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  (145)  votes  for  said  office,  and  the  said 
Gustavus  Rosenbaum  received  sixty-five  {Qd)  votes.  That 
it  is  untrue  that  at  said  election,  in  said  election  division,  \ 
said  James  McGuckin  did  not  receive  more  than  ninety^ 
nine  (99)  votes  for  said  office,  and  it  is  also  untrue  that  the 
said  Gustavus  Rosenbaum  received  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  thirteen  (113)  votes  for  said  office,  as  is  averred  in 
said  petition,  and  this  will  more  fully  appear  by  a  recount 
of  the  ballots  cast  or  voted  at  said  election  for  said  office  in 
said  election  division. 

Second.  That  it  was  not  as  averred  in  said  petition,  falsely 
and  fraudulently  returned  that  in  the  Seventh  Election 
Division  of  said  Ward  three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  (339) 
persons  voted  for  said  office,  of  which  number  of  votes 
seventy-five  (75)  votes  were  returned  as  havina;  been  voted 
for  the  said  Gustavus  Rosenbaum  for  said  office,  and  two 
hundred  and  sixty-four  (264)  votes  were  returned  as  having 
been  voted  for  the  said  James  McGuckin  for  said  office. 
That  it  is  untrue,  as  charged  and  averred  in  said  petition, 
that  in  the  said  Seventh  Election  Division  of  said  Ward, 
not  more  than  two  hundred  (200)  persons  voted,  and  that  of 
the  votes  cast  or  voted  by  said  persons,  the  said  James 
McGuckin  did  not  receive  for  said  office  more  than  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  (125)  votes,  and  the  said  Gustavus 
Rosenbaum  did  not  receive  less  than  seventy-five  (75)  votes 
for  said  office.

Third.  It  is  totally  false  and  untrue,  as  is  further  charged 
and  averred  in  said  petition,  that  in  the  management  and 
conducting  of  the  said  election  the  election  officers  of  the 
said  Seventh  Election  Division  wilfully  and  persistently 
violated  all  the  laws  relating  to  elections,  with  intent  and 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  return  in  favor  of  the  said 
James  McGuckin  for  the  said  office.

To  tbe  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  requirement  of 
the  Ordinance  creating  the  Fire  Department,  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  beg  leave  to  submit  this  their  third  annual 
report  for  your  consideration,  reviewing  the  department 
during  the  past  year,  accompanied  by  a  list  of  officers  and 
men  ;  the  number  of  fires  that  have  occurred,  with  the 
losses  and  insurance,  a  list  and  location  of  telegraph  boxes, 
together  with  the  condition  of  the  engine  houses  and  ap- 
paratus ;  also  the  expenditures  for  the  past  year,  and  such 
suggestions  as  would,  in  our  opinion,  tend  to  improve  and 
render  more  efficient  the  working  of  the  department. 

Our  City  has  been  remarkably  fortunate  during  the  past 
year,  being  free  from  heavy  losses  by  fires,  showing  lens 
than  one-half  the  losses  of  the  previous  year;  this  is  no 
doubt  owjng  to  greater  carefulness  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
munity in  the  use  of  combustibles,  as  well  as  the  increased 
efficiency  and  discipline  of  the  Fire  Department. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  department  since  our  last 
report,  five  new  steam  fire  engines,  two  hook  and  ladder 
trucks,  for  use  in  the  rural  districts,  and  two  fuel  wagons, 
together  with  fifteen  thousand  feet  of  rubber  hose.  Repairs 
have  been  made  to  nearly  all  apparatus,  some  being  en- 
tirely rebuilt,  thus  not  only  strengthening  the  department, 
but  placing  it  on  a  footing  to  compare  favorably  with  any 
similar  department  in  the  country. 

Discipline  and  good  conduct  have  been  of  paramount 
importance  to  your  Board  in  governing  the  department. 
Occasions  have  been  presented,  however,  to  pass  official 
reprimand  upon  certain  members  for  unbecoming  conduct. 
Some  we  have  dismissed  as  unworthy  of  men  called  to 
guard  the  lives  and  properties  of  their  fellow  citizens.  It 
is  a  painful  duty  to  perform,  but  your  Commissioners  have 
determined  to  enforce  the  observance  of  rules  and  obedi- 
ence to  officers,  which  can  alone  make  a  department  like 
this  eff*ective,  and  it  is  a  duty  we  owe  to  the  public,  where 
our  rules  are  disregarded,  to  promptly  bring  tbe  offender  to 
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justice.     Neglect  to  do  this  would  be  criminal  in  ourselves, 
and  tend  to  demoralize  the  whole  body. 

The  Board  are  determined  that  the  department  shall  be 
a  success,  and  to  that  end  a  proper  discipline  is  necessary, 
to  accomplish  which  we  would  earnestly  ask  the  assistance 
of  every  officer  and  man  connected  with  it. 

The  number  of  horses  in  the  department  is  one  hundred 
and  sixteen  (116)  in  splendid  condition;  there  have  been 
purcliased  during  the  year,  forty-one  (41) ;  during  the  same 
period  eight  (8)  have  died,  and  there  have  been  sixteen  (16) 
sold  by  direction  of  the  Board,  and  the  proceeds,  thirteen 
hundred  and  ninety  (1390)  dollars  and  five  (5)  conts.  to- 
gether with  three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  (877)  dollars 
for  sale  of  manure,  and  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
(1939)  dollars  and  forty-eight  (48)  cents  from  sale  of  leather 
hose  and  other  useless  materials,  making  in  all  the  sum  of 
thirty-seven  hundred  and  six  (3706)  dollars  and  fifty-three 
(53)  cents  paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  Board  having  solicited  an  increase  of  pay  to  the 
employees  of  the  department,  your  honorable  bodies  ac- 
quiesced only  so  far  as  related  to  the  hose  and  laddermen 
permanently  employed.  They  would  ask  that  an  increase 
be  also  made  to  the  firemen,  drivers  and  tillermen,  as  the 
discrimination  really  reflects  disparagingly  on  a  class  which 
have  the  more  responsible  duties  to  perform. 

The  Fire-Alarm  Telegraph  is  still  in  the  same  deplorable 
condition  as  at  our  last  report.  The  same  unreliable  alarms, 
sometimes  sending  the  apparatus  miles  away  in  the  wrong 
direction  ;  the  same  scarcity  of  boxes,  sparsely  situated,  and 
our  immunity  from  serious  conflagration,  is  certainly  in  no 
way  or  manner  attributable  to  the  correct  Vv^orking  of  our 
Fire-Alarm,  or  to  the  condition  in  which  it  now  is.  It  is 
simply  a  disgrace  to  the  City,  and  almost  a  useless  expen- 
diture of  the  people's  money  in  running  it  as  a  portion  of 
this  department,  and  we  would  again  earnestly  call  the  at- 
tention of  Councils  to  this  important  arm  of  the  service. 

Your  honorable  bodies  havin<2r  authorized  a  loan  for  the 
purchase  of  ground  and  the  erection  and  extension  of  build- 
ings for  fire  station  houses,  under  which  the  Board  have 
purchased  premises  occupied  by  companies  numbers  1,  3, 
5,  8  and  14,  formerly  the  properties  of  companies  belonging 
to  the  old  volunteer  department.     They  were  purchased  at 
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a  very  low  figure,  but  will  need  considerable  alterations 
and  repairs  to  adapt  them  to  the  wants  of  tlie  present  de- 
partment. They  have  also  contracted  for  a  new  building 
for  Company  No.  26,  which  is  now  in  process  of  erec- 
tion, on  Pleasant  street  below  Eleventh,  on  ground  belong- 
ing to  the  City.  They  have  also  purchased  other  elegible 
lots,  upon  which  it  is  contemplated  to  build  at  as  early  a 
day  as  possible.  The  City  Arsenal  has  been  transferred 
to  the  Board,  and  it  is  intended  to  have  the  same  altered  in 
a  manner  suitable  for  head  quarters  of  department,  repair 
shops,  etc.,  etc. 

In  conclusion  the  Commission  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  this  opportunity  to  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the 
able  and  energetic  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  on  Fire 
department,  for  the  interest  manifested,  and  their  earnest 
co-operation  in  all  matters  tending  to  the  success  of  the 
department.

Philadelphia  Fire  Commission  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  11th  section  of  the  Ordinance,  approved  on  the  29th 
day  of  December,  1870,  creating  and  reorganizing  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  this  the  third  annual  report  of  the  present  con- 
dition and  efficiency  of  the  department  in  my  charge,  em- 
bracing a  statement  in  detail  of  the  number  of  fires,  and 
the  causes  of  such  fires,  the  losses  and  insurances  for  the 
year,  as  near  as  has  been  possible  to  obtain  them  ;  also,  a 
full  and  complete  list  of  all  the  employees  attached  to  the 
department,  with  their  names,  rank,  age,  residence  hnd 
occupation,  with  a  schedule  of  property  held  in  charge  by 
the  different  companies  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1874, 

The  department  as  now  organized,  consists  of — 

Twenty-seven  foremen  of  engine  companies. 

Five  foremen  of  hook  and  ladder  companies. 

Twenty-seven  engineers  of  companies. 

Twenty-seven  firemen  of  companies. 

Thirty-two  drivers  of  companies. 

Five  tillermen  of  companies. 

Twenty  temporary  hosemen. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-six  permanent  hose  and  ladder- 
men. 

They  are  divided  into  thirty-two  companies,  as  follows: 

Twenty-seven  engine  companies,  and  five  hook  and 
ladder  companies,  and  forty-two  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  gum  hose. 

There  is  also  a  hand  engine,  hose  carriage,  hose  and  all 
necessary  paraphernalia  at  each  of  the  following  locations, 
viz.,  Chestnut  Hill,  Roxborough,  Kingsessing  aud  Brides- 
burg. 

There  are  also  in  the  department,  seven  engines  and  one 
hook  and  ladder  truck,  used  as  substitutes,  one  hook  and 
ladder  truck,  complete,  for  use  in  the  rural  districts,  and 
in  charge  of  companies  Nos.  12,  14,  19,  and  one  hundred 
and  sixteen  horses  in  service  of  the  department. 
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Fuel  Wagons. 

There  are  six  fuel  wagons  in  the  department,  each  capa- 
ble of  carrying  one  ton  of  engine  coal,  and  one-half  cord 
of  wood,  to  be  used  in  case  of  large  fires,  when  more  fuel 
is  required  than  is  carried  by  the  engines.

Fires. 

The  accompanying  statement  shows  that  the  whole  num- 
ber of  fires  during  the  year  was  six  hundred  and  twenty 
(620),  with  a  loss  of  property  estimated  at  nine  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty  (938,480) 
dollars,  which,  by  a  comparison  with  the  previous  year, 
shows  a  decrease  of  ninety-seven  (97)  fires,  and  a  decreased 
loss  to  property  of  one  million  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty  (1,422,340)  dollars. 
The  losses,  as  nearly  as  could  be  ascertained,  are  covered 
by  insurances,  amounting  to  three  million  eight  hundred 
and^'ninety  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  (3,890,-

The  rapid  growth  of  the  City  is  so  very  remarkable  that 
a  year  or  two  ago  the  neighborhoods  that  contaiiied  but  a 
few  scattering  houses  have  now  become  densely  populated 
districts,  and  without  the  necessary  protection  from  fires. 
I  have  allusion  to  the  districts  between  the  main  portion 
of  the  City  and  the  contiguous  towns  of  Garmantown, 
Manayunk  and  Frankford.  There  should  be  several  steam 
fire  companies  located  somewhere  in  this  territory,  say  one 
in  Eichmond  district  and  one  at  Eising  Sun  village.  These 
would,  for  the  present,  cover  a  vast  area  of  territory,  and  a 
large  amount  of  real  estate,  which  is  now  entirely  unpro- 
tected. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  decided  improvement 
in  the  morale  of  the  department.  Nearer  perfection  is  the 
system  approaching.  The  officers  and  men  vie  with  each 
other  in  the  prompt  execution  of  their  duties,  and  their 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  community.  When  the 
alarm  sounds,  the  department  moves  with  a  precision  that 
is  truly  astonishing,  and  a  coolness  amid  danger  that  is  the 
no  less  gratifyins;.  I  have  no  isolated  instance  to  brinsf  to 
your  notice  when  all  are  so  worthy,  and  I  must  here  tender, 
through  you,  gentlemen,  my  warmest  thanks  to  the  entire 
department  for  their  uniform  courtesy  towards  their  chief, 
and  their  unswerving  devotion  to  the  cause  in  which  they 
are  enlisted. 

I  would  ask  the  Commission  to  make  some  move  in  the 
mode  of  reaching  the  roofs  of  our  large  buildings.  The 
ladders  now  used  on  the  trucks  are  entirely  useless  in  reach- 
ing most  of  the  roofs  of  our  modern  stores  and  warehouses. 
Tbis  is  a  want  that  is  urgent,  and  the  sooner  the  want  is  sup- 
plied, the  sooner  large  fires  will  be  less  frequent,  and  as  a 
consequence,  larger  losses  incurred.  The  Aerial  and  Fly- 
ing Ladders  of  Mrs.  Scott  Uda  appear  to  be  a  successful 
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invention,  and  after  several  trials  I  must  pronounce  them  a 
great  improvement  on  the  old  ladders ;  in  fact,  a  decided 
success,  and  far  superior  to  anything  of  the  kind  I  have 
heretofore  seen.  I  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the 
Commission  to  this  invention,  hoping  that  some  arrange- 
ment may  be  consummated  whereby  so  valuable  an  a])paratus 
may  be  incorporated  into  the  department. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Commission  to  the 
working  of  our  telegraph  system.  There  is  something  de- 
cidedly wrong  in  the  system,  or  the  working  of  it.  Time  and 
again  has  the  alarms  sent  our  companies  in  directions  di- 
rectly opposite  to  those  in  which  they  should  go.  Who  or 
what  is  to  blame  for  it  I  cannot  imagine.  Whether  it 
arises  from  defective  apparatus,  negligence  or  design,  I 
leave  it  to  others  to  whom  that  department  is  responsible, 
to  investigate.  My  duty  and  object  is  accomplished  by 
bringing  it  thus  to  the  notice  of  your  body,  and  would  urge 
that  the  matter  be  speedily  and  fully  investigated,  believing 
the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  to  be  in  danger  so  long 
as  this  state  of  things  exist.  I  hope  the  Commission  will 
see  that  this  telegraph  system  shall  be  as  it  was  intended 
to  be,  a  valuable  adjunct  to  this  department,  instead  of  what 
it  now  really  is,  a  drawback  and  hindrance  to  the  object  for 
which  it  was  established. 

His  Honor  W.  S.  Stokley,  Chief  of  Police  Kennard  H. 
Jones,  and  the  officers  and  men  under  him,  will  accept  my 
thanks  for  the  prompt  assistance  always  rendered  this  de- 
partment in  time  of  fire.  Their  invaluable  aid  on  the  fire 
ground  in  stretching  of  the  ropes  at  proper  distance,  and  the 
assistance  always  proffered  and  rendered,  evinces  a  spirit 
which  should  always  exist  between  distinct  departments, 
and  which  cannot  help  but  redound  to  the  credit  of  those 
departments,  and  the  best  interests  of  the  people. 

And  to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Fire  Commission,  accept 
my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  uniform  kindness  invariably 
extended  towards  me  in  my  official  duties,  trusting  that  my 
bumble  endeavors  to  carry  out  your  views  and  orders  have 
met  with  your  approval,  and  that  the  department  has  fully 
realized  the  expectations  of  its  friends.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia, 
and  to  make  an  appropriation  tlierefor. 

Section  1.  iVie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Fire  Department  shall  con- 
sist of  seven  Fire  Commissioners,  one  Chief  Engineer,  five 
assistant  engineers,  and  as  many  foremen,  enginemen,  hose- 
men,  hook  and  laddermen,  and  other  persons,  to  be  divided 
into  companies,  as  the  number  of  engines  and  other  fire  appa- 
ratus belonging  to  the  City  shall  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be  citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  of  good  character,  not  under  thirty  years  of 
age,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  be  elected 
as  follows:  Three  by  Select  Council  and  four  by  Common 
Council,  on  the  last  stated  meeting  in  December,  1870. 
The  said  Commissioners,  when  elected,  shall  draw  for  their 
respective  terms  of  office,  three  for  the  term  of  two  years 
and  four  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  every  second  year 
thereafter,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, there  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  three  or 
four  persons,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  the  Select  or  Common 
Council,  in  which  the  vacancy  may  occur,  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  four  years.  The  minority  in  each  Chamber  shall  at 
all  times  be  represented  by  one  member  in  the  said  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners.  The  said  Commissioners  to  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sect.  8.  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  disqualifica- 
tion or  removal  of,  or  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  the 
duties  incumbent  upon  their  offices  by  any  or  all  of  said 
Commissioners,  the  Councils  shall  proceed  at  once  to  fill 
such  place  or  places  by  a  new  election,  as  above  provided, 
and  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Organization. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  Fire  Commissioners  sball  proceed 
at  once  to  organize  a  department,  to  consist  of  not  exceeding 
twenty-two  steam  fire  engines  and  five  hook  and  ladder 
companies,  and  thereafter  such  number  of  companies  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  be  authorized  and  directed  by 
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Councils.  They  shall  have  the  appointment  of  and  entire 
control  over  all  officers  and  employees,  and  of  the  property 
of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  be  held  strictly  account- 
able therefor  to  Councils,  by  whom,  upon  conviction  of 
dereliction  of  duty,  malfeasance  in  office,  or  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  after  a  hearing  before 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  they  shall  be  re- 
moved from  office. 

Stated  Meetings. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  hold  at  least 
two  stated  meetings  monthly,  and  keep  a  correct  record  of 
all  their  proceedings,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Mayor  and  Councils,  or  their  Committees,  and  shall 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  prepare  an  accurate  re- 
port to  Councils  of  the  state  of  the  department.  They  shall 
have  authority,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  to  fit  up  and  appropriate  to  their  use  and  that 
of  the  engineers,  suitable  rooms  as  offices,  the  necessary 
expense  of  wliich  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  ap- 
propriated for  the  use  of  the  department,  and  the  President 
of  the  Commissioners  shall  have  authority  to  draw  warrants 
upon  the  City  Treasurer  for  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  require,  not  exceeding  the  ap- 
propriations by  Councils:  Provided^  That  all  bills  for  ex- 
penditures shall  first  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department.  They  shall  have  power 
to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  of  any  fire  company, 
reorganize  any  company,  and  they  shall  also  adopt  a 
suitable  uniform  to  be  worn  by  the  officers  and  men.  The 
said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  also  have  authority  to  mike 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government,  discipline 
and  good  order  of  the  department  and  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires,  as  they  may  think  necessary  and  expedient: 
Provided^  Such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent 
with  any  Ordinance  of  Councils,  All  meetings  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 

Election  of  Oficers. 

Sect.  6.  That  on  the  third  day  of  January,  1871,  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  as  herein  }  rovided  for,  shall  meet  and  or- 
ganize, and  elect  from  their  numb,3r  a  President.    They  shall 
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also  elect  a  Secretary  and  Messenger,  who  bj  virtue  of  their 
oflBces,  shall  be  members  of  the  Fire  Department.  The 
Secretary  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  to  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  the  Messenger  shall  also  be  messenger  to  the 
Chief  Engineer.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  also 
give  public  notice  by  advertisement,  in  at  least  three  news- 
papers for  one  week,  that  they  are  prepared  to  receive  ap- 
plications for  membership  in  the  Fire  Department,  and  pro- 
posals for  the  sale  or  lease  to  the  City,  of  such  fire  apparatus, 
houses,  horses  and  other  property  needed  by  them  for  the 
purposes  of  the  department. 

Qualifications  of  Officers  and  Members. 

Sect.  7  All  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
shall  be  persons  of  good  moral  character,  and  shall  retain 
their  respective  positions  for  and  during  good  behavior,  and 
for  such  times  as  they  perform  their  duties  harmoniously 
with  their  associates  and  satisfactorily  to  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners. They  shall  not  be  subject  to  removal  on  account 
of  any  political,  religious  or  other  sentiments  entertained 
by  them,  so  long  as  such  opinion  or  sentiment  does  not  in- 
terfere with  the  faithful  and  efficient  discharge  of  their 
duties  as  members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Salaries. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employees 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  as  follows: 

Chief  Engineer,  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dol- 
lars per  annum. 

Secretary  of  the  Fire  Commissioners  and  Clerk  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  twelve  hundred  (1200)  dollars  per  annum. 

Messenger  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  eight  hundred 
(800)  dollars  per  annum. 

Assistant  engineers,  each,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
(1,200)  dollars  per  annum. 

Enginemen,  each, one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  per  annum. 

Firemen,  each,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars  per  annum. 

Tillermen  and  driver,  each,  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
(750)  dollars  per  annum. 

Foremen,  each,  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  dollars  per 
annum. 
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And  the  hose  and  hook  and  laddermen,  each,  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty  (360)  dollars  per  annum. 

And  all  the  said  salaries  shall  be  payable  monthly. 

Agreeynent  of  Appointee. 

Sect.  9.  Every  officer  and  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  sign  the  following 
agreement,  to  be  deposited  with  the  Fire  Commissioners: 

"I,  A.  B.,  having  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Philadelphia  Fire  Department,  hereby  agree  to  abide  by 
all  the  Ordinances  of  the  Councils  and  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Fire  Commissioners  relating  thereto." 

Any  officer  or  member  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  sign 
the  same,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  compensation 
whatsoever. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall 
be  an  officer  or  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  nor  shall 
any  person  be  an  officer  or  member  who  is  not  a  legal  voter 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  and  no  person  holding  office  of 
any  kind  under  the  United  States,  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, or  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  hold  any  office 
created  by  this  Ordinance.  , 

The  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  11.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  sole  com- 
mand at  fires  over  the  assistant  engineers,  officers  and 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all  other  persons  who 
may  be  present  at  fires.  He  shall  direct  all  proper  meas- 
ures for  ihe  extinguishment  of  fires,  protection  of  prop- 
erty and  preservation  of  order.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
examine  into  the  condition  of  all  the  fire  apparatus  and 
houses  connected  therewith,  as  often  as  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners or  Councils  may  require,  and  whenever  the  engines 
or  other  apparatus  shall  need  alterations  or  repairs,  he  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Fire  Commissioners,  who  shall  cause  ^ 
the  same  to  be  made.  He  shall  transmit  to  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners all  returns  of  officers,  members  and  companies, 
keep  fair  and  exact  rolls  of  the  respective  companies, 
specifying  the  time  of  admission  and  discharge,  and  name, 
age,  occupation  and  residence  of  each  member.  lie  shall 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  and  oftener,  if  required 
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by  the  Fire  Commissioners  or  Councils,  report  to  them  of 
the  condition  of  the  houses,  fire  apparatus  and  other  prop- 
erty of  the  department,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  various  fire  companies  ;  the 
number  of  fires  since  last  report,  the  causes  thereof,  and 
extent  of  damages,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained. 

Sect.  12.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  an  assist- 
ant engineer,  to  be  designated  by  him,  shall  execute  the 
duties  of  his  office  with  full  powers. 

Force  of  Engine  Company. 

Sect.  13.  Every  engine  company  shall  have  one  engine- 
man,  one  fireman,  and  one  driver,  who  shall  be  permanently 
emploj'ed,  and  who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and  about  the 
engine  house,  except  when  unavoidably  absent  ;  and  shall 
also  have  one  foreman  and  eight  hosemen. 

Force  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Company. 

Sect.  14.  Every  hook  and  ladder  company  shall  have 
one  driver,  and  one  tillerman,  who  shall  be  permanently 
employed,  and  who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and  about  the 
truck  house,  except  when  unavoidably  absent;  and  shall 
also  have  one  foreman  and  ten  members. 

Property  of  Engine  Gompayiy. 

Sect.  15.  The  property  of  each  engine  company  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  one  steam  lire-engine,  one  hose- 
carriage,  one  thousand  feet  of  hose,  together  with  such 
other  apparatus  for  effectual  service  as  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners shall  deem  necessary,  and  four  horses.  The  use  of 
said  horses  shall  be  controlled  by  the  foreman  of  each  of 
the  several  companies,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
p  Engineer,  in  such  manner  as  his  judgment  may  dictate. 

Property  of  Iloolc  and  Ladder  Company. 

Sect.  16.  The  property  of  each  hook  and  ladder  company 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one  ia^lder  truck,  and  ail 
necessary  ladders  and  implements,  and  two  horses. 
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Their  poiuers  as  Police  Officers . 

Sect.  17.  The  Fire  Commissioners,  Chief  and  assistant 
engineers,  and  the  foreman  of  companies  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  exercise  the  powers  of  police  officers 
in  going  to,  while  at,  and  returning  from  any  fire  that  may 
occur  or  alarm  be  given. 

Extra  Men. 

Sect.  18,  Each  engine  company  may  have  extra  men, 
not  exceeding  four  in  number,  and  each  hook  and  ladder 
company  not  exceeding  six.  They  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
pay,  except  when  ordered  on  duty  in  the  place  of  absentees, 
when  they  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  to  be  deducted  from 
the  monthly  salary  of  such  absentees.  Said  extra  men  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  Commissioners  with  hat  and  badge 
without  charge  therefor;  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  com- 
pany to  which  they  are  attached,  they  shall,  if  worthy  and 
competent,  be  eligible  to  promotion  to  fill  the  same. 


Vacation. 

Sect.  19.  The  Fire  Commissioners  may  grant  to  any 
officer  or  member  of  the  department,  if  they  deem  it  com- 
patible with  the  interests  of  the  department,  a  vacation,  not 
exceeding  two  weeks  in  any  one  year,  upon  such  terms  as 
they  may  think  expedient. 

Fire- Alarm  Boxes. 

Sect.  20.  The  Fire  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to 
remove  such  of  the  fire-alarm  signal  boxes  as  may  not  be 
needed,  and  locate  the  same  and  such  others  as  they  sh:ill 
deem  necessary,  and  they  shall  also  make  such  modifications 
in  said  boxes  and  the  manner  of  giving  alarms  of  fire  as 
they  shall  consider  requisite  and  necessary  for  the  efficient 
working  of  the  Fire  Department:  Provided^  The  same  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  the  Fire- 
Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph. 
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Suspension  or  dismissal  of  Companies. 

Sect.  21.  The  present  Fire  Department  is  hereby  placed 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  said  Fire  Commis- 
eioners,  subject  to  their  rules  and  regulations ;  and  they 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  suspend  any  com- 
pany or  companies  from  active  service,  for  violation  of  the 
same,  or  dismiss  them  Irom  the  Fire  Department.  The 
present  chief  and  assistant  engineers  are  hereby  directed  to 
report  to  and  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Fire 
Commissioners;  and  whenever  they  shall  deem  the  services 
of  the  said  chief  and  assistant  engineers  no  longer  neces- 
sary, their  term  of  office  shall  cease. 

Lease. 

Sect,  22.  That  the  Fire  Commissioners  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, if  they  deem  it  advisable,  to  lease  upon  such 
terms  and  for  such  length  of  time  not  exceeding  three  years, 
as  they  shall  think  necessary  and  expedient,  or  purchase 
such  of  the  apparatus,  houses  and  other  property  of  the 
present  fire  companies  as  will  insure  the  immediate  and 
efficient  service  of  the  department. 

Vnlaivful  Interference. 

Sect.  23.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  injure,  deface  or  in  any  manner  destroy  any  of 
the  fire  apparatus,  or  property  of  the  same,  or  any  police  or 
fire  alarm  telegraph  box  or  wire,  or  hinder  or  obstruct  any 
engine  or  hook  and  ladder  company,  or  any  members 
thereof  or  officers  of  the  department,  from  freely  passing 
along  the  streets  of  the  City,  to  or  I'rom  a  fire,  or  in  any 
manner  hinder  or  prevent  any  of  the  said  fire  companies, 
or  any  member  or  officer  of  the  department,  from  operating 
at  any  fire. 

False  A  larms. 

Sect.  24.  Tliat  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  knowingly  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false 
alarm  of  fire  by  means  of  the  telegraph  signal  boxes. 
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Keys  to  Rouses. 

Sect.  25.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  without  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  to  have  in  his  or  their  possession,  use  or 
make,  or  cause  to  me  made  or  used,  any  key,  or  keys  to  any 
fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  house,  or  telegraph  signal  box  ; 
nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  not  a  member  or  officer  of 
the  Fire  Department,  use  or  wear  part  of  the  uniform 
determined  upon  by  the  Fire  Commissioners,  without  their 
permission  first  had  and  obtained. 

Fines  and  Penalties. 

Sect.  26.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  Sections  23,  24,  and  25  of  this  Ordinance, 
shall  sufier  and  pay  a  fine  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  City. 
Such  fine  to  be  recoverable  as  like  penalties  are  now  by 
law  recoverable. 


A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  malie  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  December,  1870. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  appointments  by  the  Fire 
Commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation 
by  Select  Council. 

The  Fire  Commissioners  shall  transmit  to  Silect  Council 
the  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  of  each  and  every 
person  appointed  by  them  as  an  officer  or  member  of  the 
Fire  Department,  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  such 
appointment,  and  the  City  Controller  shall  not  countersign 
any  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  any  person 
so  appointed,  until  after  his  confirmation  as  herein  provided. 
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A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  Ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  the  City  of  Philadelpbia,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  approved  December  29th,  A.  D.  1870. 

Section  I.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Pliilcidelphia  do  ordair^,  'JMiat  the  Fire  Department  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  five 
engine  companies,  and  a  hand  engine  and  five  hundred 
feet  of  hose  and  one  hoseman,  to  be  stationed  at  Kingsessing, 
in  the  IVerity-sevenlh  Ward;  and  a  hand  engine  and  five 
hundred  feet  of  hose  and  one  hoseman  to  be  stationed  at 
Chestnut  Hill,  I'wenty-second  Ward  ;  and  a  hand  engine 
and  four  hundred  feet  of  hose  to  be  located  at  Bridesburg, 
Twenty-filth  Ward  ;  and  a  hand  engine  and  five  hundred 
feet  of  hose  to  be  stationed  at  Roxborough,  in  the  Twenty- 
first  Ward,  one  hoseman,  with  the  same  pay  as  hosemen 
are  allowed  by  this  Ordinance,  to  consist  of  the  same 
number  of  officers  and  men,  and  with  the  same  apparatus 
and  property  for  efiectual  service,  except  the  hand  engine, 
as  the  com]:)anies  now  composing  the  Fire  De[)artment. 
The  said  additional  companies  shall  be  organized  in  like 
manner  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  and  to  be  located  by  the  Fire  Commissioners 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  foreman  of  each  engine  and  hook  and 
ladder  company  shall  be  permanently  employed,  and  also 
such  number  of  hosemen,  not  exceeding  four  to  each  com- 
pany, and  laddermen,  not  ^^xceeding  five  to  each  company, 
as  the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  tleem  necessary  for  the 
ofteclual  working  of  the  department.  But  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any  increase  in 
the  number  of  members  of  any  company  as  heretofore 
established  by  Ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  The  members  of  the  Fire  Department  hereby 
authorized  to  be  permanently  employed,  shall  at  all  times 
be  in  and  about  the  engine  or  truck  house,  except  when 
absent  on  duty,  or  from  other  unavoidable  cause,  and  shall 
])erlbrm  such  other  duty  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  the 
Fire  Commissioners. 

Sect.  4.  The  salaries  of  the  foremen,  hosemen  and  ladder- 
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men  permanently  employed  shall  be  as  follows:  Foremen, 
each  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum;  hosemen 
and  laddermen,  each  per  annum,  six  hundred  dollars.  The 
salary  of  the  hosemen  and  laddermen  not  permanently 
employed  shall  remain  as  heretofore  established  by  Ordi- 
nance. 

Sect.  5.  In  the  purchase  of  additional  engines,  hook  and 
ladder  trucks,  hosecarts,  and  hose  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
ment, the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  advertise  daily  for  one 
week  in  the  two  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
having  the  largest  circulation,  for  proposals  for  the  sale  or 
construction  of  such  apparatus.  The  proposals  shall  be 
opened  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  the  offer  for  the  sale  or  the  contract  for  construc- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  accepted  from  or  awarded 
to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  Commissioners  shall  employ  one  clerk 
at  the  store  house,  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  and  one  driver  of  supply  wagon  at  store  house,  at  a 
salary  of  six  hundred  per  annum. 

Sect.  7.  That  the  engines,  hose  carts,  hook  and  ladder 
trucks,  and  fuel  wagons  of  the  Fire  Department,  when 
driven  on  any  passenger  railway  in  attending  any  fire  or 
alarm  of  fire,  shall  have  the  right  of  way  thereon,  and  when 
proceeding  to  fires  on  streets  running  north  and  south  and 
approaching  streets  running  east  and  west,  shall  do  so  at  a 
slackened  rate  of  the  usual  speed,  and  all  persons  driving 
vehicles,  excepting  passenger  cars,  on  such  railway  shall 
turn  entirely  oft'  the  track.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
conductor  and  driver  of  any  passenger  railway  car,  upon 
the  approach  of  any  engine,  hose  cart,  hook  anel  ladder 
truck,  or  fuel  wagon  when  proceeding  to  a  fire,  to  immedi- 
ately stop  said  railway  car  until  such  apparatus  of  the  Fire 
Department  shall  pass.  Any  person  or  persons  violating 
the  provisions  hereof  shall  sufter  and  pay  a  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  the  use  of  the  City,  to  be  recovered  as  like 
penalties  are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  8,  Sections  2,  3  and  4  of  this  supplemental  Ordi- 
nance shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  Twenty-third  Ward. 

Sect.  9.  This  Ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  on  and  after 
January  first,  A.  D.  1872.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  ibe  hosemen  and  laddermen 
of  each  engine  and  book  and  ladder  company  shall  be  per- 
manently employed  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  March, 
1873,  except  in  the  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and  Twenty- 
third  Wards,  where  only  one-half  shall  be  permanently  em- 
ployed. 

Sect.  2.  The  salaries  of  the  foremen  shall  be  one  thou- 
sand dollars  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1873, 
any  Ordinance  to  the  contrary  hereof  notwithstanding. 


A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  Ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  approved  December  30th,  A.  D.  1873. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  1874,  the  pay  of  hose  and  laddermen  shall  be 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum :  Provided^  This 
does  not  apply  to  the  temporary  men  in  the  Twenty-first, 
Twenty-second,  and  Twenty-third  Wards. 
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Mules  for  the  Government  of  the  Philadelphia  Fire 
Department, 

Chief  Engineer. 

Section'  1.  The  Chief  Engineer  must  be  fully  equipped 
at  the  time  of  fire,  and  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  de- 
partment and  fire  ground,  and  direct  personally,  or  through 
the  assistants,  the  disposition  of  the  respective  fire  apparatus. 
He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the  office  of  the  department 
daily  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  and  12  o'clock  A. 
M.,  and  1  o'clock  and  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  except  in  case  of  fire 
or  sickness.  He  shall  issue  to  the  department  forthivilh  all 
orders  emanating  from  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

Sect,  2,  It  will  be  his  duty  to  approve  all  pay  rolls  and 
requisitions;  to  visit  each  engine  and  truck  station  once  in 
two  weeks,  and  see  that  the  apparatus  is  in  proper  condition, 
and  the  men  in  their  positions  ready  for  service. 

Sect,  3,  He  shall  suspend  from  duty  any  member  of  the 
department  charged  with  any  dereliction,  and  shall  report 
his  action,  with  a  copy  of  the  charges,  within  twenty-four 
hours,  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Assistant  Engineers. 

Section  1.  The  assistant  engineers  must  be  fully  equip- 
ped, and  shall  take  command,  in  their  respective  districts, 
of  the  apparatus  in  time  of  fire,  until  the  arrival  of  the 
Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  2,  They  shall  visit  the  several  engine  and  truck 
stations,  in  their  respective  districts,  at  least  once  in  each 
day,  and  see  that  the  men  are  ready  for  duty,  and  that  the 
apparatus  is  in  good  and  serviceable  condition,  except  the 
companies  located  in  the  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  Wards,  said  companies  to  be  visited  once  in 
each  week.  They  shall  report  the  violation  of  any  rule  of 
government  and  the  condition  of  their  respective  companies 
daily  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  3.  They  shall  also  examine,  and  if  favorable  ap- 
prove all  the  requisitions  for  their  respective  districts. 
They  shall  submit  to  the  Chief  Engineer  each  day  the 
various  requisitions  and  daily  roll-calls  of  the  companies 
under  their  charge,  except  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

Sect.  4.  They  shall  remain  at  the  stations  to  which  they 
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have  been  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  at 
all  times,  except  wlien  absent  on  duty. 

Sect.  5.  They  shall  make  a  report  in  detail,  including 
the  roll-calls  of  the  day  previous,  from  all  companies  under 
their  charge,  the  same  to  be  prepared  previous  to  attending 
headquarters. 

Sect.  6.  Their  report  shall  be  made  at  2  o'clock  P.  M. 
of  each  day  (Sundays  excepted)  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Foremen. 

Section^  1.  The  foremen  shall  attend  at  the  stations  of 
their  respective  companies  at  all  times  (except  of  fire  or 
unavoidable  absence),  and  see  that  the  appartus,  hose, 
horses,  and  all  connected  with  the  company  are  at  all  times 
in  good  condition  for  service,  and  that  their  stations  are 
kept  in  a  clean  and  healthy  condition. 

Sect.  2.  They  shall  have  full  charge  under  the  direction 
of  their  engineers,  each  of  his  respective  company,  going 
to,  while  at,  and  returning  from  fires,  and  shall  be  strictly 
accountable  for  the  acts  of  the  men  under  them.  The 
neglect  to  report  any  violation  of  rules  or  order  to  their 
superior  officers  shall  render  them  liable  to  suspension. 

Sect.  3.  They  shall  keep  a  correct  list  of  all  members, 
and  have  roll-call  at  6  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  7-30  o'clock  P. 
M.,  daily,  and  a  roll-call  after  every  fire  or  alarm,  and  note 
the  absentees.  They  shall  also  enter  in  a  book,  provided 
for  that  purpose,  the  name,  age,  residence,  occupation  and 
the  time  of  admission  or  discharge  of  each  member ;  note 
all  absence  or  refusal  to  perform  duty,  and  report  daily  to 
the  assistant  engineer  of  their  district,  and  shall  make 
monthly  statements  in  writing  of  the  condition  of  their  sta- 
tions, apparatus,  horses,  &c.,  with  an  itemized  estimate  of 
the  supplies  required  by  their  respective  companies  for  the 
ensuing  month, 

Sect.  4.  They  shall  number  the  horsemen  from  1  to  8,  and 
shall  exercise  the  men  twice  in  each  week,  so  that  they 
may  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  their  duties. 

Enginemen. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  enginemen  to  be  at 
all  times  in  attendance  at  their  respective  engine  stations,  to 
take  charge  of  and  clean  the  engine,  and  all  things  belong- 
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ing  thereto,  accompany  the  engine  to  all  fires  or  alarms, 
and  have  full  charge  of  running  the  engine,  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  foreman  and  superior  officers,  and  to  make  such 
repairs  to  the  apparatus  as  the  facilities  of  the  department 
will  admit  of. 

Drivers. 

Section  1.  The  drivers  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  at 
their  respective  engine  and  truck  stations.  They  shall  have 
charge  of  the  stable,  horses,  harness,  &c.,  have  them  well 
cleaned  each  morning,  take  charge  of  the  horses  of  the  com- 
pany during  the  times  of  fires,  and  after  each  fire  or  alarm 
shall  have  the  horses  well  cleaned,  thoroughly  examined 
and  rul)bed  down.  They  shall  exercise  their  horses  daily, 
and  shall  not  take  them  at  any  lime  (without  a  special  order) 
more  than  two  squares  from  their  respective  stations. 

Firemen. 

Section"  1.  The  duty  of  each  fireman  shall  be  to  drive 
the  cart  connected  with  the  steam  engina,  and  on  arrival  at 
a  fire,  to  attach  the  hose  to  the  engine,  and  lead  it  to  the 
fire,  place  his  horse  in  charge  of  the  engine  driver,  and  attend 
to  the  fire  of  the  engine  under  the  charge  of  the  engine- 
man  ;  and  when  the  fire  is  extinguished,  he  shall  again  take 
charge  of  his  horse  and  cart,  and  assist  thehosenien  in 
taking  up  the  hose.  He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  all  times, 
and  keep  a  full  supply  of  fuel  on  hand  for  the  engine;  he 
shall  have  charge  of  the  cart,  and  have  it  kept  clean 
and  ready  for  service  at  all  times,  and  also  of  the  horse 
belonging  to  and  used  therein,  and  assist  the  driver  in  the 
duties  of  the  stable. 

Tillermen. 

Section  1.  The  tillermen  shall  be  in  constant  attendance 
at  their  respective  truck  stations,  accompanying  their  trucks 
to  all  fires  or  alarms,  and  assist  the  laddermeu  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  on  the  fire  ground.  They  shall 
take  charge  of  and  keep  in  neat  and  clean  order  their  re- 
spective trucks,  ladtlers  and  all  connected  therewith  not 
otherwise  provided  lor. 

Permanent  Men. 
Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  permanent  hose 
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and  laddermen  to  be  at  all  times  in  attendance  at  their  re- 
spective stations,  and  accompany  the  apparatus  to  all  fires 
and  alarms.  They  shall  keep  their  respective  stations  in  a 
clean  and  healthy  condition,  attend  to  cleaning  and  hanging 
up  the  hose,  and  have  it  replaced  on  the  cart  at  the  proper 
time,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by 
the  foreman. 

Hosemen. 

Section  1.  The  hosemen  shall,  upon  each  alarm  of  fire, 
repair  to  the  fire  ground,  report  to  their  several  foremen, 
and  perform  all  orders  issued  by  him.  They  shall  assist  in 
hanging  up  the  hose,  and  be  in  attendance  at  the  proper 
time  to  put  it  on  the  cart.  They  shall  be  in  attendance  at 
their  respective  stations  each  and  every  night,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  foreman. 

Truckmen. 

Section  1.  The  truckmen  shall,  upon  each  alarm  of  fire, 
repair  to  the  fire  ground,  report  to  their  several  foremen,  and 
perform  all  orders  issued  by  him.  They  shall  be  in  attend- 
ance at  their  respective  stations  each  and  every  night,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  foreman. 

Storehouse  Clerk. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  storehouse  clerk  to 
receive,  take  charge  of,  and  distribute  upon  requisition,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies  and  Repairs, 
all  articles  for  the  use  of  the  department. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  in  detail  with 
each  company  and  the  headquarters  of  the  department,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Commissioners. 

Driver  of  the  Supple/  Wagon. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  driver  of  the  supply 
wagon  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  storehouse  from  7  o'clock 
A.  M.  to  6  o'clock  P.  M.,  except  when  absent  on  duty.  He 
shall  attend  to,  take  charge  of,  and  keep  in  perfect  order  the 
horse,  wagon, and  appurtenances  belonging  to  the  storehouse, 
and  such  extra  or  spare  horses  as  may  be  stationed  there. 
He  shall  assist  the  storehouse  clerk  in  receiving,  arranging, 
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and  distributing  all  articles  belonging  to  the  department,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Commissioners. 

Miscellaneous. 

Section  1.  Every  one  except  permanent  employees  con- 
nected with  the  Fire  Department,  are  expected  to  have  some 
business  to  attend  to,  and  the  want,  neglect  or  refusal  to  ob- 
tain other  employment  within  sixty  days,  shall  be  considered 
good  and  sufficient  grounds  for  suspension  or  dismissal. 

Sect.  2.  Pay  rolls  will  be  made  and  duplicated  from  the 
returns  of  the  several  foremen  by  the  assistant  engineers  of 
each  district,  and  forwarded  to  the  Chief  monthly,  who,  if 
he  approves,  shall  sign  and  forward  them  to  the  Board  of 
Commissioners ;  said  Commissioners  shall  approve  them  if 
correct,  either  by  their  President  or  a  committee,  as  may  be 
directed,  and  forward  one  with  the  warrants  to  the  office  of 
the  City  Controller,  the  other  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Board. 

Sect.  3.  Every  member  of  the  department  shall  be  re- 
quired to  keep  his  uniform  and  equipments  in  a  neat  and 
cleanly  condition,  and  wear  the  same  at  all  times. 

Sect.  4.  No  member  of  the  department  while  wearing  the 
uniform  or  equipments  of  the  same  will  be  allowed  to  enter 
any  drinking  saloon  or  tavern,  under  a  penalty  of  suspension 
from  the  department,  with  loss  of  pay,  for  such  time  as  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  may  direct. 

Sect.  6.  The  foremen  of  the  different  companies  shall  so 
arrange  the  hours  for  meals  that  four  men  shall  be  on  duty 
at  all  times. 

Sect.  6.  The  permanent  members  attached  to  the  several 
companies  composing  the  department  shall  make  arrange- 
ments to  spend  alternately  each  eighth  day  with  their  families. 

Sect.  7.  Any  driver  of  the  department  going  at  a  greater 
speed  than  a  trot  between  the  hours  of  6  o'clock  A.  M.  and 
11  o'clock  P.  M.,  shall  be  suspended  from  duty. 

Sect.  8.  The  hose  cart  on  all  occasions  in  going  to  fires 
or  alarms  of  tires,  must  invariably  precede  the  engine. 

The  foregoing  rules  are  to  be  so  construed  that  the  men  not 
permanently  employed  are  required  to  attend  fires  at  all  times 
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^nniher  and  Location  of  Fire-Alarm  Boxes.

I  also  report  the  serious  injury  of  hosemen  James  P.  Love 
and  Eiwood  Henicks  of  No.  4  Engine,  who  were  acting  in 
conjunction  with  the  deceased  members  at  the  time  of  the 
disaster;  they  are  now  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  under 
treatment.  Ilenicks  has  a  wife  and  three  small  children 
depending  on  him  for  succor  ;  Love  has  an  aged  and  infirm 
father  to  support;  both  of  the  injured  hosemen  ai'e  in  very 
needy  circumstances.  I  therefore  respecllully  ask  that  your 
honorable  bodies  consider  the  necessities  of  the  case  and 
grant  such  material  aid  as  may  in  your  good  judgment  be 
deemed  most  fitting. 
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I  would  also  suggest  that  your  bonorable  bodies  consider 
the  propriety  of  making  provision  to  pension  such  members 
of  the  department  as  may  be  permanently  disabled,  and 
providing  for  the  families  of  those  killed  in  the  perform- 
ance of  duty.

Dear  Sir  : — The  work  which  has  been  performed  in 
this  department  by  two  officers,  viz. :  one  {)rincipal  assis- 
tant engineer,  and  one  draftsman,  who  from  years  of  ser- 
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vice  and  familiarity  with  the  duties  peculiar  to  the  place, 
could  accomplish  the  most,  has  of  latter  time  increased 
so  much  that  it  has  become  impossible  for  me  to  get 
through  the  current  work  without  another  assistant.  Slight 
changes  in  the  curves  and  approaches  to  Fairmount  Bridge, 
which  were  found  requisite  on  final  location,  have  involved 
the  redrawing  and  calculating  of  a  large  number  of  com- 
plicated plans.  Drawings  for  this  and  other  work  under 
contract  cannot  be  laid  aside  without  endangering  the  inter- 
ests of  the  City,  and  consequently  a  number  of  plans,  esti- 
mates and  examinations  directed  by  Councils  are  delayed 
on  account  of  insufficient  force.  More  frequent  out-door 
inspection  of  main  sewers  and  bridges  under  construction, 
for  which  monthly  estimates  are  prepared  by  this  depart- 
ment, is  much  needed.  I  therefore  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  assistant  engineer  in  the  Survey  Department, 
at  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month.

Dear  Sir  : — Pursuant  to  your  request,  I  hand  you  here- 
with a  fuller  description  of  the  heraldic  device  for  the 
City  Seal,  submitted  on  the         ult. 

The  CREST  adopted  by  the  City  authorities  (which  had 
been  almost  frittered  away  by  engravers  and  artists,  in 
order  to  suit  their  aesthetic  notions)  is  restored  to  its  ap- 
pearance in  1789,  and  is  described  as  "  a  right  arm,  nude, 
bent  and  cut  at  the  shoulder,  holding  a  pair  of  scales,  all 
in  proper  colors." 

The  shield  presents  a  blue  field  with  a  golden  bar  (known 
as  a.fess),  with  a  plough  above  and  a  ship  in  full  sail  below, 
both  in  proper  colors;  but  you  will  observe,  absolutely  de- 
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void  of  ground  (inviting  tillage),  or  of  surging  billows  and 
threatening  sky;  these  concomitants  never  being  recog- 
nized in  heraldry.  The  j^^oitgh  was  adopted  by  William 
Penn  in  1683,  as  the  device  for  Chester,  one  of  the  three 
original  counties,  while  the  ship  has  even  an  earlier  orio^i- 
nal  on  the  seal  of  the  Society  of  Traders  (organized  in 
London  to  promote  the  settlement  of  Pennsylvania) — these 
are  both  exhibited  as  turned  to  the  right  of  the  shield,  and 
should  not  be  allowed  to  be  subject  to  the  vagaries  of  the 
painter  or  sculptor. 

The  SUPPORTERS  are  what  they  purport  to  be ;  they  are 
female  figures  standing  and  sustaining  the  shield,  not  lean- 
ing or  gracefully  lolling  thereupon.  They  personate,  the 
figure  on  the  right  of  the  shield,  Peace,  and  that  on  the 
left,  Plenty,  evidently  derived  from  the  reverse  of  the  great 
proprietary  seal  of  the  Province.  These  figures  are  classic; 
the  latter  named  holds  a  cornucopia  in  her  hand  ;  the  for- 
mer, crowned  with  olive,  presents  a  scroll  in  her  right  hand, 
and  in  place  of  the  present  squares  (possibly  intended  for 
the  City  plat),  appears  an  anchor  proper ;  this  substitution 
is  suggested  because  Penn  selected  this  device  for  the 
county  of  Philadelphia,  now  merged  into  the  City  itself. 

In  the  report  submitted  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  I  re- 
commended striking  out  the  year  1789,  and  substituting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  year  1701  (the  date  of  the  original  charter 
to  the  corporation),  and  in  connection  with  the  descriptive 
words,  "  Seal  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  in  precise  ac- 
cordance with  the  device  first  authorized,  thus — 
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The  motto  adopted,  Philadelphia  Maneto,  is  a  rendition 
into  Latin  from  the  text  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews, 
xiii,  1,  from  which  the  very  name  of  our  City  comes  (and 
which  is  lience  retained  in  its  original), — involving  not  only 
an  appropriate  adjuration  for  "  Philadelphia's"  permanence, 
but  also  an  authoritative  injunction  for  the  continuance  of 
fraternal  love — a  quotation,  which  it  is  reported,  was  made 
by  the  last  of  the  Penn  family  in  visiting  this  City,  within 
our  own  memory, 

Mr.  Dreka,  the  engraver,  has  executed  the  accompanying 
sketch  in,  as  you  will  perceive,  very  handsome  style,  hav- 
ing patiently  and  laboriously  corrected  several  drafts  in 
consonance  with  my  own  criticisms  thereon,  as  well  as 
those  of  Messrs.  Brinton  Coxe  and  Lloyd  P.  Smith,  both  of 
whom  gave  me  the  benefit  of  their  comments.

Arms. — On  a  blue  field,  a  fess  golden  between  a  plough 
above  and  a  ship  in  full  sail  belovy^ ;  both  proper. 

Crest. — A  right  arm,  nude,  embowed,  couped  at  shoulder, 
holding  a  pair  of  scales;  all  proper. 

Supporters. — Two  females,  standing  full  face,  the  one  on 
the  right  side  of  the  shield  habited  white  and  purple, 
crowned  with  an  olive  wreath  ;  in  her  right  hand  a  scroll, 
charged  with  an  anchor  ;  all  proper  ;  the  one  on  the  left 
side  habited  white  and  blue;  in  her  left  hand  a  cornuco- 
pia, proper. 

Motto. — Philadelphia  Maneto. 

Sect.  2.  The  seal  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  shall  contain 
the  words  and  letters  on  a  ribband,  like  the  first  seal 
adopted  by  the  corporation — 1701 — Seal  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia — and  shall  have  a  diameter  of  two  and  one- 
quarter  inches. 

Sect.  3.  The  seal  of  the  Treasury  shall  conform  to  the 
seal  of  the  Mayor,  but  shall  have  a  diameter  of  two  inohes 
only. 
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Sect.  4.  No  officer  connected  with  or  appointed  by  Coun- 
cils, and  no  person  exercising  any  authority  whatsoever, 
under  or  by  virtue  of  the  corporate  powers  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  or  paid  by  the  same,  shall  use  in  any  way 
whatsoever,  or  display  in  or  on  any  public  building,  any 
device  in  tiie  nature  of,  or  purporting  to  be,  the  City  arms, 
except  in  strict  conformity  with  those  hereinbefore  fully 
described  :  Provided,  That  all  official  paper  already  im- 
pressed with  existing  devices,  may  be  used  till  exhausted.

Second  Ward,  on  the  day  succeeding  the  election,  in  Octo-

These  returns  show  that  Michael  Fulmer  received  for 
Common  Council  of  the  Second  Ward,  1,045  votes,  James 
M.  Gibson,  1,843,  and  George  W.  Melhorn  1,685,  thereby 
showing  that  James  M.  Gibson  was  elected  a  member  of 
Common  Council  from  the  Second  Ward,  by  158  plurality 
over  George  W.  Melhorn,  the  silting  member,  and  he  should

The  answer  of  George  W.  Melhorn,  the  sitting  member 
from  said  Ward,  to  the  petition  of  citizens  contesting  his 
said  election,  I'espectfully  showeth,  that  this  respondent  de- 
nies all  and  several  the  allegations  nnd  charges  of  fraud, 
false  returns,  and  alterations  and  falsifications  of  returns, 
alleged  and  mentioned  in  said  petition,  and  he  denies  that 
said  James  Gibson  was  elected  to  represent  said  Ward  in 
said  Common  Council.  Oq  the  contrary,  this  respondent 
was  duly  and  properly  elected  to  represent  said  Ward  in 
said  Common  Council,  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  at 
the  election  held  in  said  City  for  member  of  Common 
Council,  from  said  Ward,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
October,  A.  D.  1873. 

And  this  respondent  further  answering  says,  that  he  re- 
ceived at  said  election,  according  to  the  returns,  at  least 
one  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventj^-eight  votes  of  the 
qualified  electors  at  said  election,  in  eighteen  of  the  divisions 
of  said  Ward,  while  said  Gibson  received  but  about  one 
thousand  votes  in  said  eighteen  divisions.  Besides  the 
votes  cast  in  said  eighteen  divisions  this  respondent  received 
in  the  First  Division  of  said  Ward  (which  said  division 
is  not  included  in  said  eighteen  divisions  above  mentioned), 
up  to  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day,  fifty-two 
votes,  while  only  about  fifteen  votes  were  cast  for  said 
Gibson,  up  to  said  hour.  At  two  o'clock  of  said  day,  the 
judge  of  said  division  was  driven  away  by  force  from  the 
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poll  of  said  division,  and  when  he  returned,  about  five 
o'clock,  it  was  found  that  the  whole  election  had  been  inter- 
fered with  and  broken  up,  and  that  the  returns  of  said 
election  had  all  been  made  out  and  signed.  A  large  gang 
of  repeaters  surrounded  said  poll,  and  some  of  them  voted 
as  often  as  four  times  for  said  Gibson.  This  respondent  is 
entitled  to  a  majority  of  one  hundred  votes  in  said  division 
over  said  Gibson,  and  he  prajs  that  he  may  be  credited 
with  the  same. 

In  the  Fifth  Division  of  said  Ward,  where  respondent  is 
credited  with  thirty-seven  votes,  and  said  Gibson  with 
seventy-three  votes,  this  respondent  should  be  credited  with 
one  hundred  and  thirty-teven  votes,  and  said  Gibson  with 
about  twenty -five  votes.  In  the  afternoon  of  said  day,  a 
gang  of  twenty-five  repeaters  in  the  interest  of  said  Gibson, 
took  possession  of  said  poll  of  said  division,  and  voted  at 
least  twice  each  for  said  Gibson,  thus  giving  him  at  least  fifty 
fraudulent  votes,  said  repeaters  took  possession  of  said  poll 
and  prevented  many  lawful  electors  of  said  division  from 
voting  for  this  respondent. 

In  the  Eighth  Division  of  said  Ward,  the  regularly  ap- 
pointed election  officers  did  not  serve,  and  this  respondent 
was  defrauded  out  of  many  votes  to  which  he- was  entitled, 
and  the  credit  thereof  given  to  said  Gibson. 

In  the  Tenth  Division  of  said  Ward,  a  gang  of  repeaters 
surrounded  the  poll,  cast  about  seventy-five  votes  for  said 
Gibson,  kept  away  the  lawful  voters  of  said  division,  and. 
otherwise  interfered  with  said  election.  This  respondent 
should  be  credited  with  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  votes 
more  than  appears  upon  said  return. 

In  the  Eleventh  Division,  about  twenty-five  lawful  voters 
of  said  division  were  prevented  by  the  friends  of  said  Gib- 
son from  voting  for  this  respondent,  and  this  respondent 
should  be  credited  with  the  same. 

In  the  Twelfth  Division,  this  respondent  should  be 
credited  with  twenty-five  votes  more  than  the  returns  show, 
said  votes  being  fraudulently  counted  for  said  Gibson. 

In  the  Thirteenth  Division  of  said  Ward,  repeaters  were 
all  day  around  said  poll,  and  frequently  voted  for  said 
Gibson,  and  prevented  the  lawful  voters  from  voting  for 
this  respondent.  This  respondent  should  be  credited  with 
twenty-five  votes  more  than  he  has  received  by  said  returns 
from  said  division.

That  in  the  Eighteenth  Division  of  said  Ward,  he  is 
credited  with  but  thirty-six  (36)  votes,  said  Gibson,  the  con- 
testant, is  credited  with  ninety  (90)  votes,  and  M.  Falmer 
with  thirty-seven  votes;  when  in  truth  and  in  fact,  this  re- 
spondent should  have  been  credited  with  fifty  (50)  votes, 
said  Gibson  should  have  been  credited  with  but  seventy 
(70)  votes,  and  Fulmer  with  thirty  (30)  votes,  which  would 
truthfully  and  properly  represent  the  actual  vote  cast  by 
the  lawful  electors  of  said  division,  and  which  would  make 
a  difference  of  thirty-seven  (37)  votes  in  favor  of  respond- 
ent.    A  large  number  of  persons  in  said  division  fraudu- 
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lently  voted  for  said  Gibson,  in  the  names  of  proper  voters 
thereof.  The  vote  of  said  division  was  so  tainted  with 
fraud,  that  respondent  asks  the  Committee  to  throw  out  the 
whole  vote  thereof,  in  computing  the  total  vote  of  the  Ward 
for  said  member  of  Council. 

In  the  Sixteenth  Division  of  said  Ward,  a  large  number 
of  repeaters  voted  for  said  Gibson  in  the  names  of  properly 
qualified  voters  thereof,  and  in  this  manner,  at  least  twenty- 
five  fraudulent  votes  were  cast  in  said  division  for  said 
Gibson.  This  respondent  therefore  requests  the  Committee 
to  discard  the  whole  return  of  said  division  in  computing 
the  total  vote  of  the  Ward,  as  well  on  account  of  said 
fraudulent  voting,  as  for  the  riot  and  disorder  which  re- 
spondent charges  and  alleges  took  place  during  said 
election. 

In  the  Seventeenth  Division  of  said  Ward,  more  votes 
were  cast  for  said  Melhorn  than  were  returned  by  the 
officers  of  said  division.  A  large  number  of  persons  fraudu- 
lently voted  for  said  Gibson  in  the  names  of  properly  quali- 
fied voters.  Riot  and  disorder  took  place  at  said  election 
in  said  division  during  the  day  and  evening  thereof.  Re- 
spondent was  defrauded  in  said  return  by  the  officers  de- 
ducting twenty  votes  from  his  proper  return.  Respondent 
therefore  requests  that  the  return  from  said  division  may 
be  discarded  from  the  computation  of  the  general  vote  ot' 
said  Ward. 

In  the  Nineteenth  Division  of  said  Ward,  disorder  and 
riot  attended  the  voting  at  said  division.

Dear  Sir: — According  to  the  covenant  between  the 
Commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  District  of  Richmond, 
and  the  Philadelphia  k  Reading  Railroad  Company,  en- 
tered into  on  December  28th,  1850,  a  strip  of  ground  of 
sixteen  feet  in  width,  and  running  from  Richmond  street  to 
Lemon  street,  along  the  south  side  of  our  railroad,  was  re- 
served as  a  foot  and  cartway,  to  be  opened  at  some  future 
time.  Whether  this  cartway  has  ever  been  abolished  or 
not,  I  do  not  know,  but  it  has  never  been  opened.  The 
sinking  of  Richmond  street,  makes  it  impracticable  to  ever 
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open  this  cartway  in  the  place  originally  designated,  and  as 
we  own  all  the  adjoining  ground,  and  the  greater  part  of 
the  block  between  the  railroad  and  Lehigh  avenue,  and 
Eichmond  and  Salmon  streets,  we  would  be  willing  to  ap- 
propriate a  piece  of  our  property  for  street  purposes  paral- 
lel to  our  railroad,  and  nearer  to  Lehigh  avenue,  at  the 
request  of  certain  property  holders  in  Salmon  street,  in 
exchange  for  the  strip  of  ground  above  designated.  It 
would  be  desirable  to  relocate  it  for  its  whole  length  between 
Richmond  and  Lemon  streets,  remaining,  however,  on  the 
ground  belonging  to  us. 

Asa  revision  by  the  Survey  Department  has  to  be  made 
to  accomplish  this  object,  I  would  ask  at  the  same  time, 
that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  same  department  to  pre- 
vent the  opening  of  any  streets  through  our  ship  yard  at 
Kichmond.  I  should  be  much  obliged  to  you  to  have  the 
following  resolution  brought  before  the  Council :

We  figure  the  cost  at  about  the  same  as  the  tramway 
stone  replaced  by  it,  and  in  reply  to  your  question  would 
say,  that  if  a  definite  order  is  given  by  April  1st,  we  will 
put  ill  the  tramways  without    increase  of  cost  to  the  City. 

We  want  order  then,  as  we  have  to  order  tramstones  if  the 
rails  are  not  used.

In  order  to  furnish  employment  to  laboring  men  during 
the  winter  months,  Councils  directed  the  department  to  put 
this  work  under  contract,  which  was  accordingly  done,  and 
a  large  number  of  men  who  otherwise  would  have  been 
idle,  found  constant  employment. 

The  amount  already  paid  for  grading  this  year  out  of  an 
appropriation  of  ;$175,000,  is  $154,486.87,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance unexpended  of  $20,513.13,  which  will  leave  a  large 
deficiency  in  the  amount  already  contracted  for,  or  by 
resolution  ordered  to  be  done. 

I  would  therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  in  future  Or- 
dinances for    grading,  a  special    appropriation   should  be 
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made  therein  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of  the 
work. 

Unless  this  be  done,  I  shall  be  compelled,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  appropriation  is  exhausted,  to  refrain  from 
entering  into  any  further  contracts  for  grading  during  the 
year  1«74.

Statement  of  William  H.  Jones,  Surveyor. 

T  gave  the  first  certificate  of  estimate  for  amount  of  grad- 
ing required  on  Pine  street,  between  Forty-second  and 
Forty-sixth  streets.  My  certificate  was  for  ten  thousand 
yards  cutting,  sixteen  thousand  yards  filling.     Cutting  was 
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west  of  we?t  side  of  Forty-third.  Filling  was  east  of  west  side 
Forty-third.  All  the  way  to  Forty-second.  Allowed  nine- 
tenths  in  payment  by  estimate  in  cutting  done  on  the  work. 

Q.  By  Mr.  ]\Iiller.  Did  you  allow  in  your  estimates  of 
payments  for  work  done  in  filling? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  What  amount  ? 

A.  The  same  amount  I  did  on  the  cutting. 

Q.  Did  you,  in  your  estimates,  aggregate  the  amount  of 
cutting  and  filling  in  one  item  ? 

A.  I  only  allowed  25  cents  a  yard  for  cutting  and  filling 
combined. 

Q.  When  did  you  discover  that  there  had  been  more 
cubical  yards  of  earth  deposited  in  ravine  than  what  you 
had  estimated  for  originally  ? 

A.  Just  previous  to  time  I  made  the  last  certificate  for 
the  additional  sixteen  thousand  yards. 

Q.   What  did  you  do  then  ? 

A.  I  then  made  an  examination  of  the  matter,  and  re- 
measurement.  That  remeasurement  was  of  the  filling. 
That  measurement  was  not  made  of  any  cuttings  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  material  for  filling. 

Q.  Why  did  you  differ  in  that  measurement  from  the 
course  you  had  originally  pursued  ? 

A.  On  account  of  actual  greater  slopage  and  greater 
width  necessary  to  back  the  curb. 

Q.  What  width  did  you  allow  for  backing  the  curb  ? 

A.  Three  feet  on  each  side. 

Q.  What  aggregate  cubic  yards  of  earth  did  you  allow 
in  that  estimate  for  backing  of  the  curb? 

A.  Four  thousand  yards. 

Q.  Was  it  by  calculation  ? 

A.  Calculation  and  measurement.  I  allowed  15  per 
cent,  lor  shrinkage. 

Q.  Has  there  been  any  action  on  your  part,  at  any  time, 
which  has  been  influenced  either  by  gain  or  fear,  personally, 
or  pecuniarily  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  there  has  not. 

Q.  Have  you  received  or  made  a  charge  for  services  so 
rendered  different  in  amount  for  like  work  in  other  cases  ? 

A.  No. 
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Q.  What  is  the  actual  number  of  cubic  yards  of  earth  ia 
the  filling  between  curb  lines,  and  allowing  for  the  slope? 

A.  Twenty-eight  thousand. 

Q.  By  Mr.  Jamison.  Mr.  Lyster  said  in  Common  Coun- 
cil chamber,  that  you  admitted  to  him  (Lyster),  that  extra- 
ordinary influence  had  been  brought  to  bear  upon  you  to 
give  this  certificate  for  these  extra  sixteen  thousand  yards 
of  filling,  and  that  you  admitted  to  him  (Lyster),  that  you 
were  sorry  you  gave  it,  and  if  you  had  it  to  do  over  again, 
you  would  not  have  given  it.  Now,  did  this  conversation 
pass  between  you  and  Lyster  ? 

A.  Part  of  it,  but  not  the  whole  of  it.  I  was  sorry,  be- 
cause I  was  misunderstood,  not  because  I  thought  I  had  done 
wrong, 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  word  "  misunderstood  ?" 

A.  I  believed  parties  thought  I  had  given  the  certificate 
improperly.     By  parties,  I  mean  some  members  of  Councils. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  to  imply  by  the  word  "  improp- 
erly ?" 

A.  Either  that  it  was  not  a  just  bill,  or  that  I  had  been 
influenced. 

Q.  Had  you  sufficient  confidence  in  your  official  act  to 
cause  you  to  believe  you  were  correct  ? 

A.  I  had. 

Q.  By  Mr.  Fagen.  If  you  had  sufficient  confidence  iu 
your  official  action  in  making  out  that  certificate,  why  did 
you  say  to  Mr.  Lyster  that  you  would  never  give  another 
one  under  like  circumstances  ? 

A.  I  had  made  up  my  mind  then  that  contractors  should 
suffer  the  loss  before  I  should  give  another  certificate,  unless 
requested  by  proper  authority,  either  Committee  on  lligh- 
ways,  or  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  notwithstand- 
ing I  think  this  a  just  certificate.

Resolved^  That  the  Master  Warden  be  instructed  to  no- 
tify the  proper  parties  that  they  must  so  arrange  their  work 
as  to  give  one  good  and  sufficient  passageway,  free  from 
obstruction  at  all  times,  and  they  must  notify  the  parties 
doing  business  on  that  river  five  (5)  days  in  advance  of  any 
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change  of  passageway  from  one  side  of  the  river  to  the 
other.

days,  unless  a  further  appropriation  be  made  immediately. 

Estimating  the  cost  of  the  repairing  yet  to  be  done,  by 
the  amount  already  expended,  it  will  require  a  further  ap- 
propriation of  at  least  forty-five  thousand  (45,000)  dollars 
to  continue  the  work  until  the  streets  are  put  in  good  con- 
dition. 

I  would  therefore  ask  your  honorable  bodies  to  make  an 
appropriation  of  forty-five  thousand  (45,000)  dollars  to  this 
department,  to  enable  it  to  prosecute  the  work  of  repairing 
the  streets  on  the  line  of  the  various  passenger  railway 
companies.

$9,757.85,  being  largely  within  the  limits  of  the  appropria- 
tion. 

Since  opening  the  proposals,  I  have  received  a  remon- 
strance signed  by  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  the 
Eirst  and  Twenty-sixth  Wards,  resident  in  the  vicinity  of 
this  contemplated  improvement,  against  the  use  of  ashes 
upon  the  road,  as  in  their  judgment  gravel  is  a  much  better 
material  to  employ  in  the  work.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  is  not  sufficient  in  the  item  of  appropriation  to  pay 
for  doing  the  work  with  gravel,  and  in  consideration  of  the 
opposition  of  so  many  citizens  to  the  use  of  ashes,  I  re- 
spectfully submit  the  question  to  your  honorable  bodies 
for  instructions,  and  if  necessary,  for  a  further  appropria- 
tion to  enable  me  to  proceed  with  the  work.

Dear  Sir  : — The  design  of  Girard  Avenue  Bridge  has 
been  adjusted  so  that  footways  can  be  laid  on  the  lower 
chords  in  addition  to  those  at  the  top  of  the  bridge.  There 
are  seven  lines  of  trusses,  16  feet  apart,  crossing  the  river, 
and  the  space  between  the  outer  ones  has  been  left  unob- 
structed. Ornamental  archways,  with  massive  stone  plat- 
forms, have  been  built  to  the  abutments,  so  that  all  that  is 
now  required  is  to  lay  the  floor  and  put  up  handrails,  in 
order  to  furnish  a  direct  communication  for  pedestrians, 
from  shore  to  shore,  without  their  having  to  mount  to  tjje 
top  of  the  bridge. 

This  walk  leading  to  the  Zoological  Gardens,  the  west 
Park,  and  Centennial  grounds,  will  be  of  great  value  on 
account  of  its  separation  from  the  thoroughfares  crowded 
with  lines  of  carriages.  If  it  is  constructed  at  the  present 
time,  it  can  be  finished  and  painted,  so  as  to  harmonize 
with  the  rest  of  the  structure,  and  as  the  need  is  already 
felt,  I  should  recommend  thnt  one  walk  should  be  finished 
with  interior  communication  from  the  north  to  the  south 
side.  Footway,  railing  and  steps  will  cost  $8,000,  the  cost 
of  which  could  be  paid  out  of  the  unappropriated  balance 
of  the  bridge  loan,  which  is  $8,720.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you,  that  in 
obedience  to  your  resolution  of  March  2od,  1874,  I  have 
instituted  suits  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  against  certain 
passenger  railway  companies,  i'or  non-compliance  with  the 
Ordinance  of  October  5th,  1863,  in  reference  to  the  repairs 
of  streets.  I  have  also  taken  the  preliminary  steps  for  in- 
dicting such  other  companies  as  are  not  bound  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  mentioned  Ordinance. 

To-day  I  had  an  interview  with  a  committee,  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Presidents  of  the  Eailway  Companies,  at 
which  I  satisfied  myself  that  the  officers  of  these  corpora- 
tions were  in  good  faith  prosecuting  the  work  upon  the 
streets,  and  received  their  assurance  that  they  will  continue 
to  do  so  until  the  work  is  completed  thoroughly,  and  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  municipal  authorities. 

I  have,  therefore,  agreed  that  the  suits  already  instituted 
before  Alderman  Beitler,  be  continued  until  the  loth  day 
of  May,  and  that  the  defendants  have  leave  to  ask  for  a 
further  continuance  upon  that  day,  until  the  first  day  of 
June.  The  passenger  railway  companies  agreeing  in  the 
meantime,  in  good  faith,  to  exercise  all  diligence  in  placing 
the  streets  occupied  by  them  in  thorough  repair ;  and 
pledging:  themselves  further,  to  pay  special  attention  to 
complaints  entered  by  citizens  at  the  Highway  or  Law 
Departments,  in  regard  to  particular  portions  of  streets 
needing  repair.

That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract, 
that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and 
charged  under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  Ordinance,  in 
part  payment  of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect 
the  same  at  his  own  cost;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so 
to  do,  he  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
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employ  all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien 
or  otherwise,  to  which  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made  while  the  work  of 
constructing  the  sewer  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  in  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer,  charged 
to  a  loan  for  construction  of  culverts,  and  for  Police  pur- 
poses, approved  December  30th,  1871.

Gentlemen  : — In  pursuance  of  instructions  contained  in 
a  resolution  of  your  honorable  bodies,  approved  the  7th 
day  of  March,  1874,  and  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  and 
advice  of  the  Citj  Solicitor,  the  Department  of  Highways, 
in  the  early  part  of  this  month,  ernployed  a  large  force  of 
workmen  to  repair  the  streets  along  the  line  of  the  passenger 
railways,  and  continued  the  work  of  repairing  until  the 
appropriation  made  for  that  purpose  was  entirely  exhausted. 
The  amount  of  appropriation  for  the  present  year,  five  thou- 
sand (5,000)  dollars,  or  twenty  five  (25)  dollars  for  each 
mile  of  streets  occupied  by  railroad  tracks,  was  not  sufficient 
to  pay  one  paver,  with  the  necessary  number  of  laborers, 
for  two  days'  work  on  each  mile.  Unless  Councils  make  a 
further  appropriation  the  department  will  not  only  be  un- 
able to  do  any  more  repairs  this  year  with  their  own  men, 
but  will  have  no  power  to  enforce  the  Ordinance  made  for 
the  government  of  passenger  railway  companies.  You 
are,  therefore,  respectfully  asked  to  make  the  appropriation 
asked  for  at  a  recent  meeting  of  Councils.

landville  on  the  8th  of  June,  1871.  The  contractor  com- 
menced work,  and  received  one  estimate,  but  was  restrained 
from  proceeding  on  account  of  the  widening  of  the  avenue 
from  fifty  to  eighty  feet,  for  which  damages  had  not  been  paid 
the  adjoining  lot  owners.  The  location  fixed  at  that  time 
was  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  east  of  the  old  bridge. 
In  consequence  of  this  delay  the  street  has  been  in  a  deplor- 
able condition  because  it  oould  not  be  filled  up  and  paved, 
like  the  other  portions  of  the  street.  On  this  account  an 
examination  was  made  some  months  ago,  which  has  demon- 
strated that  the  culvert  could  be  reconstructed  advanta- 
geously, nearly  on  the  old  site,  if  an  alteration  could  be 
made  in  the  lines  of  some  streets  in  the  old  West  Philadel- 
phia Park  which  have  never  been  opened.  There  is  now  an 
imperative  necessity  that  some  action  should  be  taken  in  the 
matter,  because  of  the  breaking  down  of  the  wing  wall  and 
nearly  half  of  the  old  bridge,  which  has  been  weakening 
for  some  time.  The  roadway  is  now  greatly  reduced,  and 
in  such  dangerous  condition  that  it  will  not  be  safe  to  delay. 
Eepairing  the  old  culvert  will  be  a  waste  of  money,  there- 
fore the  new  one  should  be  built  as  soon  as  possible.

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common   Councils  of  the  City 
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of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Legislature  be  respectfully  re- 
quested to  amend  or  modify  the  so-called  Sunday  laws,,  so 
as  to  conform  to  the  spirit  of  these  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to 
each  of  our  Senators,  and  members  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives from  the  City,  also  to  the  speaker  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  proposals  for  the  construc- 
tion of  fenders  to  the  draw  of  South  Street  Bridge.  An 
interlaced  crib  which  will  become  part  of  the  structure 
has  already  been  built  around  the  cluster  of  cylinders,  by 
John  W.  Murphy,  the  contractor,  in  order  to  secure  them 
from  danger  while  the  bridge  is  being  built.  The  specifi- 
cations required  the  bidders  to  specify  a  sum  which  should 
be  retained  and  used  in  payment  for  this  work.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  proposals  received,  Smith  &  Magaw,  fifty- 
five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  and 
sixty  cents,  retaining  for  crib  five  thousand  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars.  John  W.  Murphy,  sixty-three 
thousand  dollars,  retaining  for  crib  sixteen  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  full  value  of  the  crib,  which  in  either  case  is 
the  same,  will  have  to  be  paid  for  it  when  it  is  incorporated 
in  the  new  work.  The  new  work  will  cost  by  the  proposal 
of  Smith  &  Magaw,  fifty  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
sixteen  dollars  and  sixty  cents,  by  the  proposal  of  John  W. 
Murphy,  forty-seven  thousand  dollars.  The  contract  is  there- 
fore awarded  to  John  W.  Murphy,  as  the  lowest  and  best 
bidder.  He  presents  as  his  securities  Wm.  H.  Rotan  and 
Frank  Riley,  both  of  Philadelphia. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Trustees  of  the  City 
Gas  Works  to  lay  pipe  for  lighting  South  Street  Bridge. 
They  make  reply  that  they  have  no  pipe  on  hand,  or  funds 
for  supplying  it.  Lights  will  be  required  on  the  bridge 
and  approaches,  and  the  pipe  should  be  laid  before  the 
paving  is  done.  The  cost  for  both  approaches  will  be 
about  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  as  there  will 
be  an  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  fenders. 
I  recommend  that  the  laying  of  the  pipes  should  be  author- 
ized by  City  Councils,  the  cost  thereof  to  be  paid  out  of 
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the  unexpended  balance  of  Item  33,  of  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Surveys  for  1874.

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APPENDIX    No.     266. 
AN  ORDINANCE 

To  reorganize  and  establish  a  Fire  Department. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  Citj  of  Philadelphia  shall  heareafter  consist  of  one 
Superintendent,  a  chief  engineer,  five  assistant  engineers, 
and  as  many  foremen,  enginemen,  hosemen,  hook  and  lad- 
dermen  and  other  persons,  to  be  divided  into  companies,  as 
the  number  of  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus  shall  from 
time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  2.  That  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  on  the 
passage  hereof,  and  annually  thereafter,  at  the  second 
meeting  in  February,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  meet  in  Joint  Conven- 
tion to  elect  a  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Department ;  he 
shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  be  chosen  and  duly 
qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  resolution  of  Councils. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employees 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  as  follows :  Superinten- 
dent, twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  chief  engi- 
neer two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  clerk 
of  the  Superintendent,  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ; 
messenger,  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  assistant 
engineers,  each  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  ;  enginemen,  each  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum ; 
firemen,  each  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum  ;  tillermen 
and  drivers,  each  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per 
annum;  foremen  each  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per 
annum  ;  and  the  hose  and  hook  and  laddermen,  each  three 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars  per  annum  ;  and  all  the  said  sala- 
ries shall  be  payable  monthly. 

Sect.  4.  Every  officer  and  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  sign  the  fol- 
lowing agreement,  to  be  deposited  with  the  Superintendent : 
"I,  A.  B.,  having  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Fire  Department,  hereby  agree  to  abide  by  all  the 
Ordinances  of  the  Councils  and  rules  and  regulations  relat- 
ing thereto."     Any  officer  or  member  who  shall  neglect  or 
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refuse  to  sign  the  same  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any 
compensation  whatsoever. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall 
be  an  officer  or  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  nor  shall 
any  person  be~an  officer  or  member  who  is  not  a  legal  voter 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  and  no  person  holding  office 
of  any  kind  under  the  United  States,  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  hold  any 
office  created  by  this  Ordinance. 

Sect.  6.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  the  control  and 
management  of  the  entire  department,  and  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  Select  Council  appoint  all  officers  herein  provided 
for. 

Sect.  7.  The  chief  engineer  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Superintendent,  have  the  command  at  fires  over  the 
assistant  engineers,  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, and  all  other  persons  who  may  be  present  at  fires. 
lie  shall  direct  all  proper  measures  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fires,  protection  of  property  and  preservation  of  order. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  all  the 
fire  apparatus  and  houses  connected  therewith  as  often  as 
the  Superintendent  or  Councils  may  require,  and  whenever 
the  engines  or  other  apparatus  shall  need  alterations  or  re- 
pairs, he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Superintendent,  who 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  made.  He  shall  transmit  to  the 
Superintendent  all  returns  of  officers,  members  and  com- 
panies, keep  fair  and  exact  rolls  of  the  respective  compa- 
nies, specifying  the  time  of  admission  and  discharge,  and 
name,  age,  occupation,  and  residence  of  each  member.  He 
shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  and  oftener  if  re- 
quired by  the  Superintendent  or  Councils,  report  to  them 
of  the  condition  of  the  houses,  fire  apparatus  and  other 
property  of  the  department,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  various  fire  companies,  the  num- 
ber of  fires  since  last  report,  the  causes  thereof,  and  extent 
of  damages  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained. 

In  the  absence  of  the  chief  engineer,  an  assistant  engi- 
neer to  be  designated  by  the  Superintendent,  shall  execute 
the  duties  of  his  office  with  full  powers. 

Sect.  8.  Every  engine  company  shall  have  one  engineman, 
one  fireman,  and  one  driver,  who  shall  be  permanently  em- 
ployed, and  who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and  about  the  en- 
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gine  bouse,  except  when  unavoidably  absent ;  and  shall  also 
have  one  foreman  and  eight  hosemen. 

Every  hook  and  ladder  company  shall  have  one  driver 
and  one  tillerman,  who  shall  be  permantly  employed,  and 
who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and  about  the  truck  house,  ex- 
cept when  unavoidably  absent;  and  shall  also  have  one 
foreman  and  ten  members. 

The  property  of  each  engine  company  shall  consist  of  not 
less  than  one  steam  fire  engine,  one  hose  carriage,  one  thou- 
sand feet  of  hose,  together  with  such  other  apparatus  for 
effectual  service  as  the  Superintendent  shall  deem  necessary, 
and  four  horses.  The  use  of  said  horses  shall  be  controlled 
by  the  foreman  of  each  of  the  several  companies,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  chief  engineer,  in  such  manner  as  his 
judgment  may  dictate. 

The  property  of  each  hook  and  ladder  company  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  one  ladder  truck  and  all  necessary 
ladders  and  implements,  and  two  horses. 

Sect,  9.  The  Superintendent,  chief  and  assistant  engi- 
neers, and  the  foremen  of  companies,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  exercise  the  powers  of  police  of&cers,  in 
going  to,  while  at  and  returning  from  any  fire  that  may 
occur,  or  alarm  be  given. 

Sect.  10.  Each  engine  company  may  have  extra  men, 
not  exceeding  four  in  number,  and  each  hook  and  ladder 
company  not  exceeding  six.  They  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
pay,  except  when  ordered  on  duty  in  the  place  of  absentees, 
when  they  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  to  be  deducted  from 
the  monthly  salary  of  such  absentees.  Said  extra  men 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  Superintendent  with  hat  and 
badge,  without  charge  therefor  ;  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
company  to  which  they  are  attached,  they  shall,  if  worthy 
and  competent,  be  eligible  to  promotion  to  fill  the  same. 

Sect.  11.  The  Superintendent  may  grant  to  any  officer 
or  member  of  the  department,  if  they  deem  it  compatible 
with  the  interests  of  ilie  department,  a  vacation  not  exceed- 
ing two  weeks  in  any  one  year,  upon  such  terms  as  they 
may  think  expedient. 

Sect.  12.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  power  to  re- 
move such  of  the  fire-alarm  signal  boxes  as  may  not  be 
needed,  and  locate  the  same  and  such  others  as  he  shall 
deem  necessary,  and  he  shall  also  make  such  modifications 
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in  said  boxes,  and  the  manner  of  giving  alarms  of  fire  as 
he  shall  consider  requisite  and  necessary  for  the  efficient 
working  of  the  Fire  Department :  Provided,  The  same  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  the 
Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph. 

Sect.  13.  The  present  Fire  Department  is  hereby  placed 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  said  Superintendent, 
subject  to  their  rules  and  regulations;  and  he  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  suspend  any  company  or  com- 
panies from  active  service  for  violation  of  the  same,  or  dis- 
miss them  from  the  Fire  Department.  The  present  chief 
and  assistant  engineers  are  hereby  directed  to  report  to 
and  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Superintendent; 
and  whenever  he  shall  deem  the  services  of  the  said  chief 
and  assistant  engineers  no  longer  necessary,  their  term  of 
office  shall  cease. 

Sect.  14.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  injure,  deface  or  in  any  manner  destroy  any  of  the 
fire  apparatus,  or  property  of  the  same,  or  any  police  or 
fire-alarm  telegraph  box  or  wire,  or  hinder  or  obstruct  any 
engine  or  hook  and  ladder  company,  or  any  members 
thereof,  or  officers  of  the  department  from  freely  passing 
along  the  streets  of  the  City,  to  or  from  a  fire,  or  in  any. 
manner  hinder  or  prevent  any  of  the  said  fire  companies, 
or  any  member  or  officer  of  the  department  from  operating 
at  any  fire. 

Sect.  15.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  knowingly  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false 
alarm  of  fire  by  means  of  the  telegraph  signal  boxes. 

Sect.  16.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  without  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, to  have  in  his  of  their  possession,  use  or  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  or  used  any  key  or  keys  to  any  fire  en- 
gine, hook  and  ladder  house,  or  telegraph  signal  box  ;  nor 
shall  any  person  or  persons  not  a  member  or  officer  of  the 
Fire  Department,  use  or  wear  part  of  the  uniform  deter- 
mined upon  by  the  Superintendent,  without  his  permission 
-firbt  had  and  obtained. 

Sect.  17.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  Sections  1-i,  15  and  16  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  sufi'er  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  City. 
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Such  fine  to  be  recoverable  as  like  penalties  are  now  by 
law  recoverable. 

Sect,  18.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  established 
rules  for  the  government  of  the  Philadelphia  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Chief  Engineer. 

EuLE  1.  The  chief  engineer  must  be  fuUy  equipped  at 
the  time  of  fire,  and  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  de- 
partment and  fire  ground,  and  direct  personally  or  through 
the  assistants,  the  disposition  of  the  respective  fire  appara- 
tus. He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the  office  of  the  depart- 
ment daily,  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  and  12  o'clock 
A.  M.  and  1  o'clock  and  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  except  in  case  of 
fire  or  sickness.  He  shall  issue  to  the  department  forth- 
with all  orders  emanating  from  the  Superintendent. 

KuLE  2.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  approve  pay  rolls  and 
requisitions,  to  visit  each  engine  and  truck  station  once  in 
two  weeks,  and  see  that  the  apparatus  is  in  proper  condi- 
tion and  the  men  in  their  positions  ready  for  service. 

Rule  3.  He  shall  suspend  from  duty  any  member  of  the 
department  charged  with  any  dereliction,  and  shall  report 
his  action,  wich  a  copy  of  the  charges,  within  twenty-four 
hours  to  the  Superintendent. 

Assistant  Engineers. 

•  Rule  4.  The  assistant  engineers  must  be  fully  equipped, 
and  shall  take  command  in  iheir  respective  districts  of  the 
apparatus  in  time  of  fire  until  the  arrival  of  the  chief 
engineer. 

Rule  5.  They  shall  visit  thj  several  engine  and  truck  sta- 
tions in  their  respective  districts  at  least  once  in  each  day, 
and  see  that  the  men  are  ready  for  duty,  and  that  the  appa- 
ratus is  in  good  and  serviceable  condition,  except  the  com- 
panies located  in  the  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  Wards;  said  companies  to  be  visited  once  iu 
each  week.  They  shall  report  the  violation  of  any  rule  of 
government  and  the  condition  of  their  respective  companies 
daily  to  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  6.  They  shall  also  examine  and,  if  favorable,  ap- 
prove all  the  requisitions  for  their  respective  districts.    They 
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sball  submit  to  the  Superintendent  each  day  the  various 
requisitions  and  daily  roll  calls  of  the  companies  under 
their  charge  except  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

Rule  7.  They  shall  remain  at  the  stations  to  which  they 
have  been  assigned  by  the  Superintendent  at  all  times,  ex- 
cept when  absent  on  duty. 

Rule  8.  They  shall  make  a  report  in  detail,  including 
the  roll  calls  of  the  day  previous  from  all  companies  under 
their  charge,  the  same  to  be  prepared  previous  to  attending 
headquarters. 

Rule  9.  Their  report  shall  be  made  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.  of 
each  day  (Sundays  excepted)  to  the  Superintendent. 

Foremen. 

Rule  10.  The  foremen  shall  attend  at  the  stations  of 
their  respective  companies  at  all  times  (except  of  fire  or 
unavoidable  absence),  and  see  that  the  apparatus,  hose, 
horses  and  all  connected  with  the  company  are  at  all  times 
in  good  condition  for  service,  and  that  their  stations  are 
kept  in  a  clean  and  healthy  condition. 

Rule  11.  They  shall  have  full  charge,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  their  engineers,  each  of  his  respective  company,  going 
to,  while  at  and  returning  from  fires,  and  shall  be  strictly 
accountable  for  the  acts  of  the  men  under  them.  The 
neglect  to  report  any  violation  of  rules  or  order  to  their 
superior  officers,  shall  render  them  liable  to  suspension. 

Rule  12.  They  shall  keep  a  correct  list  of  all  members, 
and  have  roll  call  at  6  o'clock  A.  M.  and  7.30  o'clock  P.  M. 
daily,  and  a  roll  call  after  every  fire  or  alarm,  and  note  the 
absentees.  They  shall  also  enter  in  a  book  provided  for 
that  purpose,  the  name,  age,  residence,  occupation,  and  the 
time  of  admission  or  discharge  of  each  member,  note  all 
absence  or  refusal  to  perform  duty,  and  report  daily  to  the 
assistant  engineer  of  their  district,  and  shall  make  monthly 
statements  in  writing  of  the  condition  of  their  stations,  ap- 
paratus, horses,  &c.,  with  an  itemized  estimate  of  the  sup- 
plies required  by  their  respective  companies  for  the  ensuing 
month. 

Rule  13.  They  shall  number  the  hosemen  from  1  to  8, 
and  shall  exercise  the  men  twice  in  each  week,  so  that  they 
may  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  their  duties. 
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Enginemen. 

EiTLE  14.  It  sTiall  be  the  duty  of  the  enginemen  to  be  at 
all  times  in  attendance  at  their  respective  engine  stations, 
to  take  charge  of  and  clean  the  engine  and  all  things  belong- 
ing thereto,  accompany  the  engine  to  all  fires  or  alarms, 
and  have  full  charge  of  running  the  engine,  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  foreman  and  superior  officers,  and  to  make 
such  repairs  to  the  apparatus,  as  the  facilities  of  the  depart- 
ment will  admit  of. 

Drivers. 

EuLE  15.  The  drivers  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  at 
their  respective  engine  and  truck  stations.  They  shall  have 
charge  of  the  stable,  horses,  harness,  &c.,  have  them  well 
cleaned  each  morning,  take  charge  of  the  horses  of  the 
company  during  the  times  of  fires,  and  after  each  fire  or 
alarm  shall  have  the  horses  well  cleaned,  thoroughly  ex- 
amined and  rubbed  down.  They  shall  exercise  their  horses 
daily,  and  shall  not  take  them  at  any  time  (without  a  special 
order)  more  than  two  squares  from  their  respective  stations. 

Firemen. 

Rule  16.  The  duty  of  each  fireman  shall  be  to  drive  the 
cart  connected  with  the  steam  engine,  and  on  arrival  at  a 
fire  to  attach  the  horse  to  the  engine  and  lead  it  to  the  fire, 
place  his  horse  in  charge  of  the  engine  driver,  and  attend 
to  the  fire  of  the  engine  under  the  charge  of  the  engineman  ; 
and  when  the  fire  is  extinguished  he  shall  again  take 
charge  of  his  horse  and  cart,  and  assist  the  hosemen  in  tak- 
ing up  the  hose.  He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  all  times, 
and  keep  a  full  supply  of  fuel  on  hand  for  the  engine ;  he 
shall  have  charge  of  the  cart,  and  have  it  kept  clean  and 
ready  for  service  at  all  times,  and  also  of  the  horse  belong- 
ing to  and  used  therein,  and  assist  the  driver  in  the  duties 
of  the  stable. 

Tillermen. 

Rule  17.  The  tillermen  shall  be  in  constant  attendance 
at  their  respective  truck  stations,  accompanying  their  trucks 
to  all  fires  or  alarms,  and  assist  the  latldermen  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  on  the  fire  ground.    They  shall  take 
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charge  of  and  keep  in  neat  and  clean  order  their  respective 
trucks,  ladders,  and  all  connected  therewith,  not  otherwise 
provided  for. 

Permanent  Men. 

Rule  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  permanent  hose  and 
ladder  men,  to  be  at  all  times  in  attendance  at  their  respec- 
tive stations,  and  accompany  the  apparatus  to  all  fires  and 
alarms.  They  shall  keep  their  respective  stations  in  a  clean 
and  healthy  condition,  attend  to  cleaning  and  hanging  up 
the  hose,  and  have  it  replaced  on  the  cart  at  the  proper 
time,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
by  the  foreman. 

Hosemen. 

Rule  19.  The  hosemen  shall,  upon  each  alarm  of  fire, 
repair  to  the  fire  ground,  report  to  their  several  foremen, 
and  perform  all  orders  issued  by  him.  They  shall  assist 
in  hanging  up  the  hose,  and  be  in  attendance  at  the  proper 
time  to  put  it  on  the  cart.  They  shall  be  in  attendance  at 
their  respective  stations  each  and  every  night,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  foreman. 

Truckmen. 

Rule  20.  The  truckmen  shall,  upon  each  alarm  of  fire, 
repair  to  the  fire  ground,  report  to  their  several  foremen, 
and  perform  all  orders  issued  by  him.  They  shall  be  in 
attendance  at  their  respective  stations  each  and  every  night, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the 
foreman. 

Miscellaneous. 

Rule  21.  Every  one,  except  permanent  employees  con- 
nected with  the  Fire  Department,  are  expected  to  have  some 
business  to  attend  to,  and  the  want,  neglect  or  refusal  to 
obtain  other  employment  within  sixty  days,  shall  be  con- 
sidered good  and  sufficient  grounds  for  suspension  or  dis- 
missal. 

Pay  rolls  will  be  made  and  duplicated  from  the  returns 
of  the- several  foremen  by  the  assistant  engineers  of  each 
district,  and  forwarded  to  the  Superintendent  monthly,  who 
if  he  approves   shall   sign  and  forward  them  to  the  City 
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Controller,  the  other  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Every  member  of  the  department  shall  be  required  to 
keep  his  uniform  and  equipments  in  a  neat  and  cleanly  con- 
dition, and  wear  the  same  at  all  times. 

No  member  of  the  department,  while  wearing  the  uniform 
or  equipments  of  the  same,  will  be  allowed  to  enter  any 
drinking  saloon  or  tavern,  under  penalty  of  suspension  from 
the  department,  with  loss  of  pay  for  such  time  as  the 
Superintendent  may  direct. 

The  foremen  of  the  different  companies  shall  so  arrange 
the  hours  for  meals  that  four  men  shall  be  on  duty  at  all 
times. 

The  permanent  members  attached  to  the  several  com- 
panies composing  the  department  shall  make  arrange- 
ments to  spend  alternately  each  eighth  day  with  their  fami- 
lies. 

Any  driver  of  the  department,  going  at  a  greater  speed 
than  a  trot  between  the  hours  of  6  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  11 
o'clock  P.  M.,  shall  be  suspended  from  duty. 

The  hose  cart  on  all  occasions  in  going  to  fires  or  alarms 
of  fires,  must  invariably  precede  the  engine. 

Sect.  19.  That  so  much  of  the  Ordinance  to  create  and 
organize  a  paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefore,  approved 
December  29th,  1870,  and  the  supplements  thereto,  as 
provides  for  the  election  of  Fire  Commissioners,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  present  board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  is  abolished.

Dear  Sir  : — By  a  resolution  of  Councils  approved  July 
11th,  1871,  the  Department  of  Surveys  was  authorized  and 
directed  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  upon  the  City  plan 
between  Nicetown  lane  and  Eoberts  avenue,  and  German- 
town  avenue  and  Township  Line  road,  so  as  to  conform  as 
near  as  practicable  with  the  streets  as  now  established  be- 
yond Eoberts  avenue. 

The  system  of  Germantown  streets  makes  an  angle  of 
about  forty-five  degrees  with  the  City  system,  the  break 
taking  place  at  Roberts  avenue.  The  above  resolution 
provides  for  a  change  in  the  system  at  Nicetown  lane,  which 
being  already  opened,  with  most  of  the  property  lines  be- 
tween it  and  Roberts  avenue  at  right  angles  or  parallel 
thereto,  it  will  suit  the  properties  a  great  deal  better  to 
have  the  chanoe  made.  In  addition  thereto  the  number 
and  cost  of  bridges  over  the  Reading  Railroad  will  be 
much  reduced  but  additional  travel  from  north  and  south 
streets  and  from  Germantown  will  be  concentrated  on 
Germantown  avenue  between  Roberts  avenue  and  Broad 
street,  on  which  account  the  Board  of  Surveyors  recommend 
that  said  Germantown  avenue,  from  Roberts  avenue  to 
Broad  street,  shall  be  made  one  hundred  feet  wide.  On 
account  of  the  buildings  it  will  be  more  economical  to 
make  the  increase  of  width  on  the  southwest  side.

Dear  Sir  : — I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
condition  of  the  approaches  to  Girarcl  Avenue  Bridge,  par- 
ticularly at  the  east  end  where  there  is  an  angle  in  the 
avenue.  The  old  street  had  never  been  graded  and  paved, 
and  the  new  bridge  being  one  hundred  feet  wide,  the  old 
fort  and  banks  will  have  to  be  removed  to  give  a  suitable 
opening  for  travel.  A  large  amount  of  filling  should  be 
done  at  the  west  end  between  the  bridge  and  the  Connect- 
ing Railroad.     The  grading  required  will  cost  §6,000. 

The  avenue  between  Thirty-first  street  and  the  river  is 
in  a  deplorable  condition,  and  should  be  paved  so  as  to 
correspond  with  that  part  west  of  the  river  which  is  now 
being  paved  with  cubical  blocks  ;  sidewalks  should  also  be 
laid  for  the  accomodation  of  a  large  number  of  pedestrians 
who  now  have  to  walk  through  dust  or  mud.  Curbing 
and  paving  with  Belgian  blocks  will  cost  $23,000.

My  Dear  Sir: — Your  kind  favor  of  the  22d  ultimo,  has 
been  received,  in  which  you  say  "  the  contractors  are  ready 
to  proceed  with  the  repaying  of  Market  street,  west  of 
Ninth  street,  and  cannot  do  so  until  your  (our)  tracks  are 
removed  to  the  centre  of  the  street,"  and  further,  you  ask 
us  to  "have  this  done  as  soon  as  possible,  in  ordered  that 
there  may  be  no  unnecessary  delay." 

In  reply  I  have  to  say,  we  laid  our  tracks  on  Market 
street,  west  of  Ninth,  under  the  provisions  of  our  charter, 
by  and  with  the  approval  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, including  the  Survey  Department  thereof,  and  as  I 
am  advised  and  believe,  by  so  doing  exhausted  all  our 
power  in  the  premises.  If  in  the  repaying  of  the  street  our 
tracks,  as  at  present  laid,  do  not  conform  to  the  grade  as 
now  established,  we  are  prepared  to  make  the  necessary 
alterations,  upon  receiving  proper   instructions    from   the 
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surveyor  of  the  district.  This,  we  are  advised  is  the  full 
extent  of  our  authority.  Had  we.  the  power  to  make  the 
change  proposed,  the  question  would  necessarily  arise  as 
to  who  should  pay  for  it.  Would  it,  under  the  circum- 
stances, be  equitable  that  we  should  be  subjected  to  the  ex- 
pense ?  If  the  change  is  thought  to  be  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  justify  the  City  in  making  it  at  its  costs,  we 
shall  interpose  no  objection  whatever,  provided  it  shall  first 
be  approved  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  We  must 
exact  tliis  approval  in  order  to  protect  inviolate  our  corpor- 
ate rights.  We  desire  to  be  understood  as  asking  for 
nothing  but  what  we  regard  as  just  and  right  in  this  matter, 
and  that  we  wish  to  respond  favorably  and  promptly  to 
every  reasonable  demand  of  the  City,  whether  we  be  legally 
obligated  to  do  so  or  not.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Coimcih  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Section  5  of  said  Ordinance 
approved  March  9th,  1867,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

Sect.  5.  That  no  dwelling  house,  store  or  other  build- 
ing, shall  be  erected  or  altered  on  any  street  or  alley  in 
which  there  is  a  sewer,  without  providing  an  underground 
connection  by  drain  pipes  with  the  sewer  for  carrying  off 
all  drainage  that  would  otherwise  flow  over  the  footway ; 
and  in  all  cases  where  there  are  gutters  now  over  the  foot- 
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way  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, approved  by  the  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regu- 
lations, are  objectional,  and  are  situated  upon  a  street 
where  there  is  a  sewer,  or  where  there  is  a  sewer  in  front 
of  any  part  of  the  premises,  or  where,  in  the  erection  of 
new  buildings  after  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  the 
directions  herein  specified  have  been  disregarded,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  give 
written  notice  to  the  owner  or  occupants  of  the  premises, 
to  connect  with  the  sewer  by  underground  drainage ;  and 
in  case  of  non-compliance  with  said  notice,  for  the  space 
of  ninety  days  after  the  service  thereof  upon  the  owner  or 
occupant,  there  shall  be  incurred  by  said  owner  the  penalty 
of  thirty  dollars  for  each  month  of  failure. 

Sect.  12.  Authority  is  hereby  given  to  inspectors  of 
sewer  connections,  under  an  order  from  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  to  examine  any  dwelling  or  other  premises, 
as  to  the  uses  that  are  being  made  by  the  said  premises 
of  the  City  sewers,  and  the  said  inspectors  shall  return  the 
result  of  such  examinations  to  the  said  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  immediately  thereafter,  together  with  a 
report  of  any  discoveries  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  make 
of  fraudulent  uses  of  the  said  sewers.

The  principal  of  said  loan 
shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years 
Irom  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  holders  thereof;  and  the  certificates,  therefor,  in 
the  usual  form  of  certificates  of  City  loan,  shall  be  issued 
in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but  not  for 
less  amounts  than  fifty  dollars,  and  not  for  any  other  frac- 
tional part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  required  in  amounts 
ot  five  hundred  and  one  thousand  dollars;  and  it  shall  be 
expressed  in  said  certificate,  that  the  said  loan  therein  men- 
tioned, and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable  free  from  all 
taxes. 

Sect  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
hereof,  there  shall  be  by  force  of  this  Ordinance  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates 
and  irom  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  certificates,  and  the  further  sum  of 
three-tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such 
certificates  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly  out  of  said 
income  and  taxes  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund  and  its 
accumulations  are  hereby  .3pec;:aliy  pledu-ed  fbr  .h-  re- 
demption and  payment  o^  sajd  ciervificatss."

Resolved^  That  the  Clerk  of  Common  Council  be  author- 
zed  to  publish  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  this  City,  daily, 
for  four  weeks,  the  Ordinance  presented  to  Common  Coun- 
cil on  Tuesday,  June  30th,  1874,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
create  a  loan  for  the  building  of  a  bridge  over  the  Schuyl- 
kill river  at  Walnut  street,"  and  that  the  said  Clerk,  at  the 
stated  meeting  of  Councils  after  the  expiration  of  four 
weeks  from  the  first  day  of  said  publication,  shall  present 
to  this  Council  one  of  each  of  said  newspapers  for  every 
day  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  made.
